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Scottish  Dispensing  Fee  Up 

DRUG  TARIFF  TO  BE  MODIFIED 

A  NEW  average  dispensing  fee  of  Is.  8d.  for  chemist  contractors  in 
Scotland  is  the  basis  of  an  agreement  on  chemists'  remuneration  between 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  and  the  chemists,  announced  on 
March  18. 


The  new  average  figure  is  related  to  a 
Drug  Tariff  in  which  prices  are  rounded 
up  or  down  to  the  nearest  halfpenny 
and  not  as  hitherto  invariably  rounded 
up.  The  settlement  follows  negotiations 
on  a  joint  report  by  Board  of  Trade  and 
chemists*  accountants.  The  agreement 
dates  back  to  September  1,  1956,  but 
until  a  Scottish  Drug  Tariff  on  the  new 
basis  is  issued  the  effect  of  the  settle- 
ment will  be  achieved  by  the  payment 
of  an  additional  twopence  per  prescrip- 
tion as  from  September  1,  1956.  It  has 
been  agreed  as  part  of  the  present  settle- 
ment that  there  will  be  further  inquiry 
into  the  buying  practices  on  which  Drug 
Tariff  prices  are  based.  When  the  re- 
sults of  the  inquiry,  or  of  the  first  stage 
of  the  inquiry  if  it  should  be  necessary 
to  carry  it  out  in  stages,  become  avail- 
able, the  Secretary  of  State  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  chemists  are  to  have  an 
opportunity  of  considering  their  effect 
on  remuneration  before  any  adjust- 
ments are  made  to  the  Tariff. 

Technical  Education 

PROBLEMS  OF  DEVELOPMENT 

NO  one  must  grow  up  without  any 
education  at  all  in  science,  said  Sir 
Harold  Roxbee  Cox  (vice-chairman. 
National  Council  for  Technological 
Awards)  at  the  annual  assembly  at  Not- 
tingham Technical  College  on  March 
15.  Every  company  in  the  country, 
worthy  of  the  industry  it  was  in,  had  an 
apprenticeship  scheme  by  which  the 
young  person  concerned  could  be  edu- 
cated in  the  higher  elements  of  his 
chosen  profession  in  a  technical  college, 
and,  if  he  was  good  enough,  he  would 
be  able  to  get  a  diploma  in  technology. 
Yet  members  of  his  council  had  found 
serious  deficiencies  in  most  of  the  tech- 
nical colleges  they  had  visited  not  only 
in  halls  of  residence,  common  rooms, 
libraries,  playing  fields,  but  in  the  bread- 
and-butter  departments  as  well.  No  col- 
lege so  far  visited  had  yet  achieved  the 
standards  which  the  council  regarded 
as  appropriate.  Visiting  parties  saw 
buildings  which  were  in  the  course  of 
construction  or  heard  about  those  being 
planned.  Generally  they  felt  that  those 
buildings  were  years  overdue.  Almost 
everywhere  laboratories,  scientific  libra- 
ries, and  provision  for  private  study  still 
left  much  to  be  desired.  If  plans  were 


clearly  in  hand  to  provide  in  the  near 
future  what  was  necessary,  then  the 
courses  for  which  approval  was  sought 
were  being  recognised,  provided  they 
met  the  requisite  academic  standards.  In 
five  years'  time,  however,  when  many 
courses  would  be  presented  for  renewed 
recognition,  the  Council  would  take  a 
very  strict  line  and  would  not  counten- 
ance any  deficiencies  in  residential 
accommodation  and  provision  for 
broadening  the  background  to  academic 
study. 

Chemists  Federation 

COUNCIL  MEETING 

A  MEETING  of  the  Chemists  Federa- 
tion council  was  held  on  March  7.  Mr. 
F.  E.  Mellor  (vice-president)  in  the 
chair.  Meetings  of  committees  were  held 
on  the  previous  day.  The  following 
additions  to  C.F.  agreements  were 
approved: — Merck  Sharp  &  Dohme, 
Ltd.  (Cathomycin,  Co-Deltra,  Co-Hydel- 
tra);  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd. 
(Tussimol  cough  pastilles);  Duncan, 
Flockhart  &  Co.,  Ltd.  (Xylocaine  vis- 
cous); T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.  (elixir 
Sibec).  Reports  were  received  of  meet- 
ings addressed  by  the  assistant  secretary 
at  Cardiff  (February  12),  Newport  (Feb- 
ruary 13),  and  Birmingham  (February 
14),  and  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  following  meetings: —  March  12, 
North  Metropolitan  Branch  (speaker, 
Mr.  G.  E.  Mann),  Bristol  (speaker,  Mr. 
W.  Talvan  Rees).  It  was  reported  that 
C.F.  representatives  had  been  visiting 
pharmacists  in  Dorset  and  the  Preston 
area  of  Lancashire. 

Union  of  Pharmacists 

ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  REPORT 

AT  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Regi- 
stered Pharmacists*  Union  held  in 
London  recently,  the  following  phar- 
macists were  elected  members  of 
council  for  the  coming  year: — Messrs. 
Abbott,  Birss,  Foster,  Neale  and 
Sheard.  The  annual  report  stated  that 
the  investigation  of  working  conditions 
in  retail  pharmacy,  which  the  Union 
had  conducted  during  the  year,  showed 
that  there  was  need  for  a  standardisa- 
tion of  terms  and  conditions  of  ser- 
vice, especially  in  the  case  of  superin- 
tendents and  locums.  and  the  Union 


was  now  engaged  in  the  production  of 
suitable  contracts,  to  cover  those  cate- 
gories. At  a  later  date  it  was  hoped  to 
produce  a  third  contract  to  cover  other 
types  of  employed  pharmacists.  During 
the  past  year  the  Union  had  pursued 
an  active  policy  in  regard  to  the  em- 
ployment of  pharmacists  in  the  Forces, 
and  had  forcibly  expressed  its  opinion 
of  the  Waverley  report  to  the  authori- 
ties. The  newly  elected  council  pledged 
themselves  to  continue  to  work  for  the 
improvement  of  the  professional  and 
economic  conditions  of  the  employed 
pharmacist,  throughout  the  coming 
year. 

Effect  of  Doctors'  Plan 

MEETING  BETWEEN  N.P.U.  AND  B.M.A. 

REPRESENTATIVES  of  the  British 
Medical  Association  and  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  were  due  to  meet 
in  London  on  March  22  to  discuss  the 
pharmaceutical  aspects  of  the  B.M.A. 
plan  for  an  alternative  form  of  medical 
service  in  the  event  of  the  materialisa- 
tion of  the  threatened  withdrawal  of 
doctors  from  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice. Mr.  H.  Noble  (N.P.U.  secretary) 
states  that  the  alternative  scheme  "  will 
clearly  affect  the  N.H.S.  pharmaceuti- 
cal service  and  in  some  way  or  other 
provision  will  have  to  be  made  for  con- 
tinuation of  the  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices." Arrangements  had  been  made 
to  interview  senior  officials  of  the  Min- 
istry of  Health  on  the  matter.

IRISH  NEWS 

THE  NORTH 

Health  Services  Board 

A  DECISION  STANDS 

THE  Northern  Ireland  General  Health 
Services  Board  has  decided  to  adhere  to 
an  original  decision  not  to  approve  an 
application  by  a  chemist  for  permission 
to  open  a  pharmacy  in  the  same  build- 
ing as  a  surgery  (C.  &  D.,  January  26, 
p.  83).  The  Board  had  referred  the 
application  back  to  the  medical  advisory 
and  pharmaceutical  advisory  committees 
after  originally  rejecting  it.  Both  com- 
mittees had  recommended  that  the 
Board  should  adhere  to  its  previous  de- 
cision. On  the  recommendation  of  the 
services  committee  the  Board  agreed  to 
deduct  £5  from  the  remuneration  of  a 
firm  of  chemists  who  had  dispensed  an 
appliance  not  in  accordance  with  a  pre- 
scription, not  wrapped  and  the  dimen- 
sions of  which  were  not  in  accordance 
with  the  Drug  Tariff  and  did  not  con- 
form to  the  requirements  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Codex  in  respect  of 
boric  acid  content,  absorbency  and  area 
per  oz.  A  witness  for  the  chemists  ad- 
mitted that  when  he  dispensed  the  pre- 
scription he  was  aware  that  it  was  old 
stock.  Mr.  A.  W.  Kernahan  (the 
Board's  pharmaceutical  officer),  said 
that  it  appeared  that  the  appliance  had 
been  in  stock  for  at  least  fourteen  years. 
The  Board  also  had  before  it  a  report 
from  the  services  committee  on  a  com- 
plaint against  a  chemist  that  during  the 
period  from  September  16,  1956,  to 
October  2,  1956,  he  failed  to  have  a 
registered  chemist  in  attendance  at  his 
place  of  business  in  order  to  provide 
pharmaceutical  services  during  the 
hours  specified  in  accordance  with  his 
terms  of  service.  The  committee  recog- 
nising that  the  chemist  made  every  effort 
to  secure  a  qualified  assistant  and  that 
the  branch  shop  in  question  had  now 
been  closed,  recommended  that  he 
should  be  reprimanded  for  his  failure 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  service  and 
cautioned.  The  Board  adopted  the 
recommendation.  A  firm  of  chemists 
wrote  that  the  manager  of  their  phar- 
macy had  decided  to  check  prescrip- 
tions prior  to  sending  them  in  to  the 
Board  for  payment,  and  had  made  them 
into  a  parcel  to  check  at  his  home  after 
hours.  Whilst  getting  out  of  his  car  on 
February  4,  a  day  of  violent  gales  and 
heavy  rain,  the  parcel  was  torn  from  his 
grasp  by  the  wind  and  burst  open  scat- 
tering the  prescriptions.  A  search  had 


recovered  412  forms,  leaving  143  still 
missing.  The  firm  forwarded  copies  of 
the  missing  prescriptions  and  requested 
payment.  The  Board  agreed  that  the 
approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
Local  Government  should  be  sought 
for  payment. 

Associates'  Section 

MONTHLY  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

AT  the  March  meeting  of  the  commit- 
tee of  the  Associates'  section  of  the 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association  held  in 
Belfast  on  March  11,  Mrs.  T.

"  Do  Not  Cut  Prices" 

APPEAL  BY  IRISH  DRUG  ASSOCIATION 

AN  appeal  is  made  in  the  recently 
issued  report  of  the  committee  of  the 
Irish  Drug  Association  to  chemists  to 
refrain  from  price  cutting.  The  report 
indicates  that  the  deletion  from  the 
Association's  Index  List  of-  items  sold  at 
cut  prices  in  non-chemist  shops  and 
leakages  of  chemists'  lines  were  sub- 
jects which  were  reviewed  at  many 
meetings  during  the  past  two  years,  and 
also  led  to  a  deputation  of  Dublin  mem- 
bers which  was  received  by  the  officers 
of  the  Association.  The  committee  be- 
lieves that  to  delete  such  items  would 
be  "  an  indirect  invitation  to  members 
to  start  price  cutting.-'  If  price  cutting 
was  started  by  chemists  it  would  be 
ruinous,  the  report  points  out.  "  Experi- 
ence has  shown  that  price  cutting  to 
cut  price  cutters  does  not  work  out." 
Under  consideration  were  the  develop- 
ment of  trading  cheque  specialists  in 
the  Dublin  area,  the  "  discount  scheme  "' 
promoted  by  the  Trinity  College  (Dub- 
lin) Association  and  the  seeking  of  dis- 
counts by  the  National  Farmers'  Asso- 
ciation. "  No  discounts  should  be 
allowed  to  any  members  of  a  guild, 
association,  or  society  or  such  like  body, 
and  no  arrangement  has  been  made  by 
this  Association — or  by  any  local  asso- 
ciation— with  farmers,  or  other  persons 
to  allow  discounts,"  the  report  empha- 
sises. "  It  is  understood  that  efforts  to 
obtain  discounts  in  one  or  two  areas 
are  being  made  by  alleging  that  dis- 
counts are  being  allowed  by  members  of 
the  Association  in  other  neighbouring 
districts.  Such  allegations  are  not  true. 
Members  are,  however,  warned  that 
travelling  vans  selling  veterinary  lines 
are  allowing  discounts  to  farmers."  A 
suggestion  from  the  Employees  Union 
that  the  hours  of  opening  in  the  Dublin 
area  of  9  a.m.  to  7  p.m.  on  Mondays  to 
Thursdays,  and  9  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  on  Fri- 
days and  Saturdays  should  be  altered 
to  7  p.m.  closing  on  all  nights  from 
Monday  to  Saturday  is  being  reviewed. 
The  opinions  of  members  in  the  areas 
closing  at  8  p.m.  on  Fridays  and  Satur- 
days is  being  obtained,  and  if  a  reason- 
able number  of  proprietor-pharmacists 
wish  for  a  change  the  matter  will  be 
taken  further.  Interviews  with  Depart- 
ment of  Health  officials  by  the  secre- 
tary about  prescription  pricing  delays, 
and  refusals  of  payments  and  container 
allowance  disagreements  are  reported. 
Members  of  the  Association  are  advised 
in  the  report  not  to  discuss  with  or  in 
the  Press,  aspects  of  the  Fair  Trade 
Commission's  inquiry,  publication  of  the 
report  of  which  is  expected  soon.

Plebiscite  in  Stirling 

"  OPERATION  FIERY  CROSS  " 

FOLLOWING  the  suggestion  made  at 
a  recent  meeting  by  Mr.  C.  W.  Macfar- 
lane  (a  former  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Council)  that  a  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Scotland  should 
be  formed  (see  C.  <&  D.,  March  16, 
p.  290),  Stirling  and  Central  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is 
taking  a  plebiscite  of  its  members  on 
the  matter.  A  form  asking  members  to 
answer  yes  or  no  on  the  issue  is  in- 
cluded in  a  document  which  reproduces 
Mr.  Macfarlane's  address  and  is  pre- 
faced by  a  cover  illustration  of  a  "  fiery 
cross."  The  "  honour  "  of  being  the  test- 
ing ground  for  Mr.  Macfarlane's  ideas 
of  an  independent  pharmaceutical  body 
for  Scotland  is  referred  to  in  an  editorial 
note  to  the  Branch's  monthly  review.

Payment  Refused 

ITEM  NOT  PRESCRIBABLE  BY  DENTIST 

PAYMENT  was  refused  by  Edinburgh 
Executive  Council  recently  for  a  pre- 
scription for  troch.  pot.  chlorat.  written 
by  a  dentist  on  the  Council's  dental 
list.  In  a  note  to  the  Local  Pharmaceu- 
tical and  Dental  Committees  the  clerk 
stated  that  the  prescription  was  not 
passed  for  payment,  as  troch.  pot. 
chlorat.  is  not  included  in  the  list  of 
items  which  a  dental  practitioner  may 
prescribe  on  an  EC14. 

NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

Shrewsbury  Trades  Council's  reso- 
lution calling  for  ste^.s  to  be  taken  to 
attract  chemists  to  open  shops  on  new 
housing  estates  in  Shrewsbury  is  to  be 
considered  by  Salop  Executive  Council. 

The  European  Congress  of  Chemical 
Engineering,  1958,  is  taking  place  from 
May  31  to  lune  8,  1958,  in  Frankfort- 
on-Main,  Germany,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Achema  congress,  1958.  An 
invitation  brochure  published  in  Eng- 
lish is  obtainable  free  from  Dechema, 
Frankfort-on-Main  7,  Germany. 

Under  an  Order  published  as  S.I. 
1957,  No.  417,  the  following  chemicals 
have  been  exempted  from  Key  Indus- 
try Duty  for  the  period  March  20  to 
August  18:  Acetone  cyanohydrin  con- 
taining not  more  than  0- 1  per  cent,  by 
weight  of  free  hydrogen  cyanide  2-di/.vo- 
propylaminoethanol,  DL-malic  acid, 
and  potassium  stannate. 

That  the  British  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry would  not  suffer  the  disadvan- 
tage which  other  industries  might 
encounter  when  the  proposed  Euro- 
pean free  trade  area  became  a  reality, 
because  the  industry  had  already 
adopted  the  metric  system,  was  stated 
by  Mr.  A.  Duckworth  (secretary, 
Association  of  British  Pharmaceutical 
Industry)  in  a  recent  letter  to  The 
Times. 


TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

EC57 

I  note  that  there  has  been  strong  criticism  (p.  291)  by  the  Executive 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  of  the  fact  that  no  revised  and 
simplified  form  of  EC57 — the  receipt  for  prescription-levy  charges — has 
yet  been  issued  by  the  Ministry.  It  seems  that  the  hold-up  is  due  to 
practical  difficulties  with  the  Post  Office,  though  what  the  difficulty  is 
is  not  disclosed.  Meanwhile  the  work  of  the  pharmacist  increases  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  forms  issued.  It  may  be  that  the  practical 
difficulties  in  the  Post  Office  are  related  to  the  financial  return  for  the 
handling  of  the  forms — a  problem  that  does  not  affect  pharmacy.  I  learn 
from  a  colleague,  in  a  predominantly  residential  district,  that  the  addi- 
tional charges  imposed  in  December  1956  have  proved  to  be  the  last 
straw  for  some  of  his  pensioned  and  fixed-income  customers  and,  for 
the  first  time  since  charges  were  introduced,  he  is  having  to  issue  EC57 
forms.  The  transactions  are  conducted  in  an  atmosphere  of  mutual 
embarrassment,  which  is  not  made  easier  if  the  pharmacy  happens  to 
be  busy  and  other  people  are  waiting  to  be  attended  to.  If  the  industrial 
unrest  in  the  shipyards  should  lead  to  large-scale  relief  for  dependents, 
the  demand  for  receipts  will  increase  out  of  all  proportion.  It  is  charac- 
teristic that  the  Government  departments  concerned  expect  the  pharma- 
cist to  accept  the  inconvenience  and  additional  work  as  part  of  his 
bounden  duty.  It  is  time  for  a  show  of  firmness,  and  I  am  glad  the 
N.P.U.  has  made  it  clear  that  further  delay  cannot  be  contemplated. 

Stirling 

The  town  of  Stirling  figured  twice  in  your  columns  last  week.  In 
the  first  instance  there  is,  on  p.  301,  an  excellent  illustrated  account 
of  the  new  pharmaceutical  department  in  the  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary, 
clearly  showing  a  realisation  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  that  modern 
pharmacy,  with  its  complicated  techniques,  can  no  longer  be  practised 
in  an  annexe  to  the  boiler-house.  Efficient  work  can  only  be  done  in 
proper  surroundings,  and  the  illustrations  suggest  that  the  confidence 
shown  in  the  pharmacist's  judgment  was  thoroughly  justified.  The  admin- 
istration necessary  to  attend  to  the  requirements  of  ten  hospitals,  scattered 
and  varying  in  size,  calls  for  organisation  of  a  high  order.  The  other 
Stirling  item  on  p.  290  in  which  Mr.  C.  W.  Macfarlane  campaigned  for 
a  complete  separation,  in  a  pharmaceutical  sense,  between  England  and 
Scotland  is  adequately  and  impartially  dealt  with  by  you  in  your  lead- 
ing article.  I  had  not  been  aware  in  my  meetings  with  Scottish  colleagues 
that  the  issue  was  a  very  live  one,  or  that  there  was  any  real  dissatisfac- 
tion. A  careful  reading  of  the  report  of  the  address  fails  to  disclose  any 
strong  argument  in  favour  of  the  proposals,  and  it  may  well  be  that  kite- 
flying is  a  better  description  than  fiery  cross.  Apart  from  financial  con- 
siderations, I  imagine  that  the  problem  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  would 
be  well-nigh  insuperable.  I  feel  certain  that  a  much  more  urgent  question  is 
that  raised  at  Halifax  by  Mr.  S.  Thornton,  the  Branch  chairman,  on  the 
subject  of  non-member  graduates  (p.  306). 

Earlier  Days 

Recent  correspondence  dealing  with  remedies  no  longer  in  demand  at 
the  counter  caused  me  to  wonder  how  many  pharmacies  would  now  be 
in  a  position  to  meet  such  requests.  The  older  pharmacies  may  have,  in 
a  corner  or  on  a  high  shelf,  supplies  of  some  of  the  remedies  mentioned 
by  your  correspondents,  but  I  fancy  the  newer  shops  have  not  found  any 
reason  to  hold  stocks.  It  is  in  pharmacy  as  in  other  walks  of  life.  There 
was  a  popular  sweetmeat  in  the  days  of  my  boyhood  in  the  form  of  a 
thick  stick  of  candy  or  rock,  wrapped  in  a  paper  displaying  an  irate 
policeman  chasing  a  youthful  innocent  and  uttering  the  words  "  I'll 
warm  yer  !"  Does  that  still  exist?  Or  the  coloured  lozenges  which  asked 
extremely  personal  questions,  and  whose  avowed  purpose  was  to  facilitate 
a  silent  courtship? — "  conversation  "  lozenges,  I  think  was  the  name  under 
which  they  were  sold.

Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council),  who 
said  he  had  known  Mr.  Reed  for  thirty 
years  and  owed  much  to  his  advice.

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PRESCRIPTION  CHARGES  DEBATED 

Minister  promises  statement  soon  on  proprietary  medicines 


OPENING  a  debate  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  March  19  on  the  Gov- 
ernment's social  policy,  Dr.  Edith 
Summerskill  referred  to  prescription 
charges.  She  pointed  out  that  the  cost 
of  a   prescription   on  December  19, 

1955,  was  4s.  63d.  and  on  December  19, 

1956,  5s.  5id.  Only  part  of  December 
was  included,  but  the  increase  might 
well  have  resulted  from  the  heavy  and 
wasteful  prescribing  policy  which  the 
Minister  had  supported.  A  chemist  in 
an  industrial  area  in  the  North  of  Eng- 
land had  stated  that  in  January  1956 
he  dispensed  1,107  prescriptions  at  a 
value  of  £174.  In  January  1957  he  dis- 
pensed 1,039  prescriptions  at  a  value 
of  £231.  There  was  a  fall  in  the  num- 
ber of  prescriptions  dispensed  from 
the  chemist's  small  shop,  but  an  in- 
crease in  cost  of  30  per  cent. 

"  Racket  in  Proprietary  Drugs  " 

The  racket  in  proprietary  drugs  was 
so  great  that  in  two  debates  in  the  past 
eighteen  months  she  had  produced 
samples  of  the  extensive  literature 
brought  to  her  house  so  that  she  could 
press  the  Minister  to  do  something. 
Why  was  it  that  nothing  was  done  ?  In 
November  1956  she  had  cited  the  high 
cost  of  the  so-called  tranquillisers  sold 
by  an  American  firm  at  a  huge  profit. 
In  the  past  fortnight  the  World  Health 
Organisation  had  reported  that  people 
who  took  tranquillisers  too  often  could 
become  true  drug  addicts.  Members 
should  realise  that  "  this  thing  is  not 
only  extravagant  but  harmful  to  the 
whole  nation."  Last  night,  waiting  for 
her  she  said,  were  the  usual  advertise- 
ments: "  Dear  Doctor:  Tranquillisers. 
You  could  name  a  dozen  of  them."  It 
went  on  to  boost  a  particular  one,  say- 
ing: "...  it  is  safe  and  has  no  contra- 
indications. It  is  the  ideal  tranquilliser 
for  the  management  of  anxiety  states." 
But  the  advertiser  omitted  to  tell  the 
doctor  the  price,  because  the  price  might 
be  so  frightening  that  the  doctor  might 
think:  "That's  a  little  bit  too  stiff.  I'm 
not  prescribing  that." 

Mr.  Dennis  Vosper  (Minister  of 
Health)  said  that  prescriptions  for  1956- 
57  were  estimated  at  234  millions,  which 
would  be  the  highest  figure  ever  reached, 
and  the  estimate  had  taken  into  account 
the  effect  of  the  recent  variation  in 
the  shilling  charge.  In  December  1956, 
as  compared  with  the  previous  Decem- 
ber, there  was  a  fall  of  25  per  cent,  in 
the  number  of  prescriptions  but  if  the 
month  of  January  1957  were  compared 
with  the  previous  January  the  fall 
was  only  14  per  cent.  It  was  too  early 
yet  to  judge  the  effect  of  the  variation 
in  the  shilling  charge.  The  cost  of 
the  pharmaceutical  services,  without 
charges,  in  the  year  1957-58  was  esti- 
mated at  £61 '8  millions.  It  was  there- 
fore essential  to  limit  the  charge  on  the 
public  purse.  He  was  prepared  to  take 
considerable  trouble  to  investigate  diffi- 
culties in  the  application  of  the  pre- 
scription charge.  He  thought  that  Dr. 
Summerskill  was  wrong  to  suggest  that 
vast  savings  on  the  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices could  be  found  as  a  result  of 
efforts  in  the  field  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines but  she  would  know  that  discus- 


sions had  been  proceeding  for  a  vast 
amount  of  time  with  the  manufacturers. 
If,  in  fact,  the  Opposition  had  post- 
poned the  Motion,  as  they  did  initially, 
for  a  week  or  two,  he  might  have  been 
able  to  answer  the  question  more  posi- 
tively. Mr.  Turton  had  announced  the 
formation  of  a  committee  to  go  into  the 
whole  question,  and  he  could  only  hope 
that  it  would  throw  some  light  on  what 
was  a  difficult  subject.  He  did  not  know 
whether  Dr.  Summerskill  was  suggest- 
ing that  proprietary  medicines  should 
be  banned  from  the  National  Health 
Service  altogether  or  whether  she 
thought  that  the  doctor  should  only 
have  the  right  to  prescribe  them  sub- 
ject to  certain  limitations. 

More  Drug  Treatment  in  Future 

Mr.  Somerville  Hastings  said  that 
Dr.  Summerskill  had  pointed  out  that 
it  was  very  likely  that  people  would  need 
more  drug  treatment  in  the  future  than 
they  had  needed  in  the  past,  because 
the  population  was  getting  older,  and 
older  people  were  more  subject  to  ill- 
nesses. By  means  of  drugs  and  medi- 
cines, people  who  would  have  died 
twenty  or  thirty  years  ago  were  being 
kept  alive.  He  knew  many  people,  and 
every  doctor  did,  with  chronic  tuber- 
culosis who  were  being  kept  alive  today 
by  the  drug  PAS.  He  suggested  that 
people  would  need  more  prescriptions 
— he  regretted  to  say  so — in  the  future 
than  they  had  had  in  the  past,  and  he 
was  therefore  especially  sorry  to  find 
that  the  people  who  would  need  those 
prescriptions  most,  in  particular  the  old 
people,  would  have  to  pay  more  for 
them. 

Dr.  Dickson  Mabon  said  that  he 
could  not  think  of  a  more  lamentable 
change  in  the  social  services  which  had 
been  made  in  the  past  few  years  than 
prescription  charges. 

People  who  were  in  the  marginal 
class  just  above  National  Assistance 
were  finding  it  very  difficult  to  meet  the 
new  cost  of  prescriptions.  Take  the  case 
of  the  so-called  "  multiple  pack  "  that 
was  promised.  None  had  been  ob- 
tained, even  for  the  colostomy  people, 
who  suffered  from  having  to  treat  them- 
selves daily,  after  one  of  the  most  awk- 
ward surgical  procedures  in  modern 


medicine.  He  would  advise  the  Minister 
of  Health  that,  if  he  wished  to  find 
economies  on  the  pharmaceutical  side 
of  the  Service,  he  should  look  at  the 
American  proprietaries  which  were  now 
coming  in.  Doctors,  like  other  human 
beings,  were  influenced  by  advertise- 
ments and  so  were  their  patients.  That 
conspiracy  was  engineered  by  the  ad- 
vertisers, the  pharmaceutical  firms,  to 
get  more  and  more  proprietary  drugs 
used  in  prescriptions.  The  Medical  Re- 
search Council  could  take  each  new 
proprietary  drug  and  submit  it  to  a 
scientific  test  to  find  out  whether  or  not 
there  was  some  equivalent  already  in 
existence,  and  to  determine  its  phar- 
macological value.  Then  its  financial 
worth  could  be  found  out  and  the  Min- 
istry could  get  into  direct  negotiations 
with  the  firm  concerned.  There  had 
been  remarkable  examples  in  recent 
history  of  firms  cutting  their  prices  by 
half,  after  the  Ministry  had  made  re- 
presentations to  them,  and  still  being 
able  to  sell  their  drugs  at  a  reasonable 
profit.  American  companies  were  hav- 
ing a  wonderful  time  in  that  field. 
Some  of  those  firms  were  the  pharma- 
ceutical Al  Capones  of  medicine,  said 
Dr.  Mabon. 

"  Mainly  Useless  Medicines  " 

Mr.  William  Shepherd  said  that  if 
it  were  the  case  that  the  first  shilling 
prescription  charge  had  succeeded  in 
halting  the  vast  cataract  of  mainly  use- 
less medicines  which  people  put  down 
their  throats,  he  would  have  been  a 
supporter  of  it  because  the  cost  of  the 
medicines,  the  bottles  and  all  the  time 
involved  was  a  waste  of  national  re- 
sources. It  was  seen  however,  from  the 
figures,  that  after  a  year  or  so,  despite 
the  prescription  charge,  the  cataract  did 
not  dry  up,  in  fact,  increased  in 
volume.  He  thought  that  the  present 
diminution  in  prescriptions  following 
the  additional  charges  was  not  per- 
manent. 

Mr.  James  Griffiths  said  that  one 
of  the  benefits  which  a  contributor  re- 
ceived under  the  pre- 1946  Act  scheme 
was  a  Health  Service  for  himself  com- 
pletely free,  including  free  prescrip- 
tions. The  Government  were  now 
making  him  pay  increased  contributions 
and  an  increased  charge  for  prescrip- 
tions, so  that  relatively  the  insured 
contributor  was  in  a  worse  position 
than  under  the  old  Act  of  1911.

Dennis  Vosper  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Dr.  Dickson  Mabon,  in 
a  written  answer  on  March  18  that 
he  was  shortly  issuing  an  edition  of 
Prescribers  Notes  summarising  the 
latest  available  information  on  treat- 
ment with  tranquillisers. 

Jury  Service  in  Scotland 

Mr.  John  Maclay  (Secretary  of  State 
for  Scotland)  told  Mr.  J.  H.  Hoy  on 
March  19  that  he  understood  that  a 
pharmacist  in  Scotland  might  be  excused 
attendance  as  a  juror  if  a  qualified  sub- 
stitute was  not  available.  He  was  aware 
of  the  view  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  that  pharma- 
cists in  Scotland  should  be  exempt  by 


statute  from  jury  service,  but  he  could 
not  at  present  hold  out  any  prospect  of 
legislation.  He  had  no  knowledge  of 
actual  hardship  being  caused  by  call-up 
for  jury  service,  but  appreciated  that 
there  was  inconvenience  in  the  present 
procedure. 

The  Customs  Duties  (Dumping  and 
Subsidies)  Bill  was  given  a  second 
reading  in  the  House  of  Lords  on 
March  14. 

The  Rating  and  Valuation  Bill  was 
given  a  third  reading  in  the  House  of 
Lords  on  March  14. 

The  Thermal  Insulation  (Industrial 
Buildings)  Bill  was  read  a  second  time 
in  the  House  of  Commons  on  March

LEGAL  REPORTS 
On  Probation 

At  Seabrook,  Kent,  magistrates'  court, 
recently,  Wilfred  Mundle,  M.P.S.,  until 
recently  a  chemists'  manager  at  Lydd, 
was  placed  on  probation  for  two  years 
after  pleading  guilty  to  stealing 
amounts  totalling  about  £96,  the 
property  of  Ashford  Co-operative 
Chemists,  Ltd.,  Lydd,  Kent.  He  asked 
that  further  thefts  to  a  total  of  £61 
stolen  from  the  same  company  should 
be  taken  into  consideration.  It  was 
stated  that  Mundle,  after  serving  in  the 
1939-45  war,  gave  up  his  own  business 
and  was  employed  at  various  places 
until  he  went  to  Lydd  in  1956.  He 
was  told  by  the  court  that  he  must 
regard  it  as  a  moral  responsibility  to 
repay  the  money. 

Thefts  from  Weighing  Machines 

Five  youths  from  Dudley,  Worcs,  ad- 
mitted, at  the  local  magistrates'  court 
on  March  6,  being  concerned  in  stealing 
and  attempting  to  steal  from  weighing 


machines  outside  chemists'  shops.  One 
of  the  youths,  Rupert  Elliott,  Church- 
field  Street,  who  was  stated  to  have 
been  fined  for  theft  in  1956,  was 
fined  £25.  Fines  of  £5  were  imposed 
on  Leonard  Clive  Daniels,  Linden 
Road;  John  Allan  Porter,  Pitfield  Road; 
Douglas  Charles  Wallace,  Uplands 
Road,  and  John  Morris,  Hawthorn 
Road.  Daniels  was  put  on  probation  for 
three  years,  and  the  other  three  youths 
for  one  year.  A  boy  of  fifteen,  who  was 
concerned  in  one  of  the  offences,  was 
put  on  probation  for  three  years  at  the 
suggestion  of  a  barrister  who  appeared 
for  him.  A  police-inspector  said  the 
offences  came  to  light  after  a  constable 
saw  Morris  and  Daniels  near  a  phar- 
macy in  New  Street  at  10.40  p.m.  on 
January  30.  When  they  saw  the  officer 
they  ran  away,  but  he  chased  them  and 
eventually  caught  Morris.  The  machines 
had  been  opened  with  a  tyre  lever. 

"  Unfortunate  in  Trying  to  Oblige  " 

A  customer  who  waited  after  closing 
time  for  an  ointment  a  Bury,  Lanes, 
chemist  was  reluctant  to  hand  out  be- 
cause he  was  not  satisfied  with  it, 
revealed  himself  as  a  sampling  officer 
and  said  he  was  taking  the  ointment 
for  analysis.  The  chemist,  Mr.  Leonard 
Coltman,  Princess  Street,  Bury,  pleaded 
not  guilty  to  selling  acetylsalicylic  acid 
and  describing  it  as  salicylic  acid  in  an 
ointment,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  pur- 
chaser. The  sampling  officer  said  he 
went  to  the  shop  on  January  15.  He 
told  defendant  he  wanted  the  ointment 
for  someone  else,  and  did  not  know 
what  it  was  for.  He  was  asked  to  return 
in  half  an  hour,  but  when  he  did  so  the 
ointment  was  not  ready.  He  returned 
again  later,  and  once  again  Mr.  Colt- 
man  said  it  was  not  ready.  The  officer 
decided  to  wait,  and  a  few  minutes  later 
was  served.  The  chemist  impressed  upon 
him  that  there  was  no  guarantee  of 
salicylic  acid  content  to  within  5  per 
cent,  or  that  the  quantity  was  exactly 
4  oz.  in  weight.  Mr.  Coltman  told  the 
court  that  he  had  not  been  satisfied  with 
the  ointment.  It  took  longer  than  usual 
to  make,  and  he  was  constantly  inter- 
rupted by  customers.  He  told  the  samp- 
ling officer,  who  waited  after  closing 
time,  that  he  was  not  satisfied,  offering 
to  deliver  it  later.  The  sampling  officer, 
in  answer  to  defending  solicitor,  denied 
that  Mr.  Coltman  had  offered  to  remake 
the  ointment  or  had  said  he  was  not 
satisfied,  but  agreed  that  he  had  offered 
to  deliver  it  later.  A  public  analyst 
confirmed  that  the  ointment  supplied 
contained  acetylsalicylic  acid.  Coltman's 
solicitor  said  that  there  had  been  no 
material  gain.  Mr.  Coltman  had,  in  fact, 
lost  fivepence  on  the  sale;  he  had  never 
been  in  court  before.  The  chairman  said 
that  the  magistrates  must  register  a 
fine,  but  they  regarded  Coltman  as  be- 
ing in  an  unfortunate  position  in  trying 
to  oblige  a  customer.  A  fine  of  £1  was 
imposed,  plus  £2  10s.  analyst's  fee. 

£25  Fine  for  "  False  Pretence  " 

When  a  salesman  was  charged  at 
Wallasey  on  March  12  with  obtaining 
5s.  by  a  false  pretence  with  intent  to 
defraud  from  two  women  at  a  trade 
exhibition,  it  was  stated  that  a  mas- 
sage pad  which,  it  was  claimed,  helped 
to  relieve  pain  caused  by  rheumatism, 


strains,  cramp  and  headaches,  was 
composed  of  a  wad  of  cotton  wool, 
red  coloured  sawdust  and  cereal  dust, 
sandwiched  between  two  pieces  of 
crepe  rubber.  The  salesman,  Joseph 
Pakiet.  of  Aldershot,  was  fined  £25, 
with  £5  5s.  costs.  The  prosecution 
stated  that  Pakiet  had  a  stand  at  the 
exhibition  at  which  the  goods  of  local 
and  national  firms  were  on  show  for 
sale.  On  the  framework  of  the  stall 
were  a  number  of  display  cards  adver- 
tising "  Genetex — amazing  scientific 
invention.  The  scientific  discovery  of 
the  age."  The  two  women  saw  Pakiet 
demonstrating  a  pad,  and  one  of  the 
women  bought  two  pads  for  5s.  In 
evidence,  the  woman  said  she  bought 
the  pad  to  clear  her  migraine.  When 
she  inspected  it  at  home  she  decided 
it  was  no  good,  and  took  it  to  the 
police  station.  Replying  to  defending 
solicitor,  she  said  that,  at  the  time 
she  bought  the  pad,  she  did  not  know 
that  migraine  was  practically  incurable. 
Pakiet  said  the  pad  was  his  own  in- 
vention and  was  registered  at  Bush 
House.  He  described  it  as  a  massage 
pad  and  sold  it  at  markets  and  exhi- 
bitions all  over  the  country.  He  sold 
it  by  demonstration,  and  claimed  it  to 
be  a  relief  for  pains.  The  pads  con- 
tained no  medicine  or  drugs,  and  he 
had  never  claimed  them  to  be  a  cure 
for  anything,  only  that  they  offered 
relief.  In  cross-examination,  he  agreed 
that  the  trade  name  Genetex  had  been 
registered  in  December  1953  for 
"  hygienic  uses,  cleaning  and  massage 
work."  He  was  given  fourteen  days 
in  which  to  pay  the  fine,  so  that  the 
question  of  an  appeal  could  be  con- 
sidered.

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DISTINCTION  FOR  A  CHEMICAL  WORKS 

Singled  out  for  review  in  architectural  Press 


A  NEW  factory  now  being  erected  for 
Lake  &  Cruickshank,  Ltd.,  manufac- 
turing chemists,  at  Berkhamsted,  Herts, 
has  been  given  mention  by  Architec- 
tural Review  in  a  "short  list"  of 
buildings  having  features  of  special 
interest  to  architects  among  projects 
going  forward  in  1957. 

The  group  of  buildings  comprises  a 
high  factory  block,  boiler  house,  office 


and  refinery.  The  site  is  on  ground 
rising  from  the  Grand  Union  Canal 
on  the  south  to  the  main  London  rail- 
way on  the  north.  As  it  is  close  to  a 
large  housing  estate  in  attractive  coun- 
try, though  itself  in  an  area  scheduled 
for  limited  industrial  development,  the 
company  and  its  architects  have  had  to 
conform  to  exacting  town-planning  re- 
quirements. The  illustration,  from  an 
architect's  perspective,  shows  how 
attractive  a  solution  has  been  found  to 
the  problem. 

The  factory  building  is  constructed 
of  a  prefabricated  reinforced  concrete 
frame,  with  in-situ  floors,  and  has  walls 


of  glass  and  asbestos.  It  houses  grind- 
ing and  extraction  plant  for  the  manu- 
facture of  fine  chemicals  by  a  solvent- 
extraction  process,  using  water  pumped 
from  the  canal  for  cooling  the  plant. 

A  feature  of  the  work  has  been  the 
use  of  prefrabricated  concrete  units 
which  lock  into  one  another  to  provide 
the  structure  of  walls,  floors  and  roof. 
All  the  heavy  plant  is  supported  on  the 


central  sections  of  the  cross  beams, 
an  outer  cantilevered  section  being 
adequate  for  the  movement  of  person- 
nel, the  whole  being  less  weighty  than 
would  otherwise  be  necessary.  The 
lowest  tier  of  units  have  "  legs "  of 
unequal  length,  as  shown  hanging  from 
the  crane,  the  longer  one  for  fixing  in 
the  ground.  The  design  allows  for 
future  extensions  on  the  same  unit  con- 
struction principle.  Another  advantage 
is  that  the  plant  can  be  moved  into 
position  and  erected  before  the  build- 
ing is  given  its  outer  shell. 

The  office  and  refinery  building  have 
been  completed.

fashion?

Sir, — Pharmacists  like  others  in  this 
country  are  inclined  to  be  sentimental 
about  anything  old,  which  often  gains 
a  reverence  out  of  proportion  to  its 
worth.  It  occurs  to  me  that  some  of  the 
remedies  recalled  by  Another  Veteran 
(C.  &  D.,  March  16,  p.  298)  may  have 
vanished  simply  because  they  were  of 
little  therapeutic  account.     A  recent 


article  in  the  British  Medical  Journal 
(see  C.  &  D.,  March  16,  p.  304)  revealed 
that  stone-wallers  of  the  old  school 
such  as  aqueous  B.P.  preparations  of 
senna  suffered  from  severe  loss  of 
potency  during  storage,  and  were  often 
almost  useless  when  dispensed.  How  effec- 
tive some  of  the  ha'p'orths  of  drugs 
would  have  been  from  stock  bottles  that 
may  have  lain  long  on  pharmacy  shelves 
must  be  open  to  conjecture.  As  with  the 
senna  preparations,  however,  so  with, 
the  others  —  more  palatable,  effective 
and  hygienic  preparations  are  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  modern  prescriber,  pharma- 
cist and  patient.  The  shutters  have  gone 
up  on  many  of  the  one-time  popular 
remedies.  Let  us  not  shed  too  many 
tears. 

Young  'un 

Sir, — Recently  several  veteran  phar- 
macists have  in  your  columns  men- 
tioned "  old  favourites  "  which  appear 
to  have  passed  away.  I  qualified  in 
1952  and,  while  we  dispense  a  host  of 
"  ethicals,"  we  are  regularly  asked  for 
the  majority  of  the  items  mentioned 
last  week.  One  of  our  regulars  is  "  Oil 
of  worms,  oil  of  bricks  and  oil  of 
swallows,  mixed,"  and  hardly  a  week 
passes  without  a  sale  of  linseed  and 
Solazzi  for  home-made  cough  bottles. 
Chlorodyne,  liquorice  and  glycerin  we 
make  by  the  gallon.  Chamomiles, 
poppy  heads,  flag  root,  Whitworth's 
red  bottle  (origanum  and  tinct.  lavand. 
co.),  syrup  of  violets,  marshmallow, 
horehound,  liquorice  powder,  Bur- 
gundy pitch,  dragons'  blood,  rhubarb 
paste  and  confection  of  senna  are 
steady  sellers,  and  we  shall  soon  have 
a  brisk  demand  for  brimstone  and 
treacle  and  sulphur  and  lime  tablets.  We 
have  a  good  sale  for  spices  of  all  kinds, 
and  mix  our  own  pickling  spice  and 
curry  powder.  We  have  all  the  edi- 
tions of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  and 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  from 
1864  onwards,  and  occasionally  we 
have  to  consult  the  Edinburgh  Pharma- 
copoeia, 1782,  and  Quincys  Dispensa- 
tory of  1750,  when  all  other  reference 
works  have  failed.  I  have  no  doubt 
we  shall  still  be  selling  orris  root  and  the 
like  when  meprobamate  has  been  long 
forgotten.

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JOINT  CONTRACTING  FOR  HOSPITAL  SUPPLIES 

Committee  seeks  to  jog  authorities  into  action 


BECAUSE  over  three  years  have 
elapsed  since  the  Minister  of  Health 
asked  hospital  authorities  to  extend 
joint  contracting  and  in  view  of  the 
limited  response  to  that  advice,  the 
Committee  on  Hospital  Supplies  feels 
that  that  question  now  requires  urgent 
re-examination  and  action  by  hospital 
authorities.  A  clear  obligation  should 
be  placed  on  all  hospital  authorities  to 
report  either  to  the  Minister  or,  where 
appropriate,  to  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  the  progress  that  has  been  made 
in  the  development  of  joint  contracting 
schemes. 

Interim  Report 

The  Committee,  whose  interim  report 
was  published  on  March  14  (H.M.  Sta- 
tionery Office,  price  ninepence),  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Central  Health  Services 
Council  in  1954  to  investigate  and  re- 
port on  the  organisation  of  all  forms 
of  hospital  supplies,  including  their  pur- 
chase, storage  and  issue  through  the 
National  Health  Service. 

The  Committee  argues  that  the  fol- 
lowing questions  taken  from  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Internal  Ad- 
ministration of  Hospitals  are  implicit 
in  its  own  terms  of  reference:  — 

(a)  At  what  level  should  supplies  be 
bought  ?  i.e.,  under  contracts  placed  by 
the  Ministry,  by  a  combination  of  hos- 
pital groups,  by  individual  hospital  groups 
or  by  individual  hospitals  ?  ; 

(b)  Where  should  primary  responsibility 
for  buying  supplies  rest  ?  i.e.,  with  a 
supplies  or  other  lay  officer  or  with  de- 
partmental heads  ?  ; 

(c)  At  what  point  should  delivery  of 
supplies  be  taken  and  what  arrangements 
should  be  made  for  their  storage  and 
issue  ?  i.e.,  whether  contracts  should  pro- 
vide for  delivery  into  central  stores  for 
subsequent  re-issue  to  user  hospitals  or  for 
direct  delivery  to  those  hospitals. 

The  Committee's  interim  report 
deals  mainly  with  the  first  of  the  above 
questions  but  it  proposes  to  give  its 
final  conclusions  on  that  and  on  other 
questions  in  a  later  report. 

It  is  pointed  out  that  the  Ministry 
originally  contemplated  a  more  general 
use  of  central  purchasing  or  central 
■contracting  by  the  Ministry  than  now 
exists.  Of  the  total  cost  of  hospital  sup- 
plies less  than  10  per  cent,  is  bought 
under  central  arrangements  by  the 
Ministry  and  the  supplies  obtained  under 
those  arrangements  are  largely  accoun- 
ted for  by  certain  special  medical  sup- 
plies (including  drugs)  and  apparatus. 

The  Committee  thinks  that  as  matters 
stand  at  present  it  is  right  that  central 
supply  arrangements  should  remain  on 
the  present  limited  scale,  i.e.,  that  they 
should  be  substantially  confined  so  far 
as  value  is  concerned  to  those  cate- 
gories of  drugs  or  equipment  or  other 
special  supplies  which  necessitate  cen- 
tral supply  arrangements  owing  to  the 
inadequacy  of  available  supplies  or  to 
the  limited  sources  of  supply  which  are 
available. 

The  Committee's  general  conclusion 
is  that  joint  contracting  among 
management  committees  and  teaching 
hospital  groups  provides  the  only  prac- 


tical method  of  combining  the  advan- 
tages of  large-scale  buying  with  the 
existing  autonomy  of  hospital  groups, 
and  of  avoiding  that  the  Minister  should 
be  placed  in  the  position  of  having 
to  impose  a  much  greater  degree  of 
central  purchasing  or  contracting, 
which  would  not  only  be  unwelcome 
to  hospital  authorities  but  would  also 
be  inconsistent  with  the  Minister's 
general  policy  of  delegation  to  the 
group  level  of  day-to-day  hospital 
administration. 

Among  joint  contracting  schemes 
considered  by  the  Committee  were  two 
for  the  supply  of  drugs,  one  of  which 
also  included  the  supply  of  dressings. 
In  those  two  schemes  major  responsi- 
bility lay  with  committees  of  hospital 
pharmacists  with  the  assistance  of  a 
supplies  officer  or  officers  who  dealt 
mainly  either  formally  or  informally 
with  matters  of  tendering  and  contract 
and  provided  the  benefits  of  their 
general  experience  in  buying. 

According  to  the  Committee,  the  es- 
sential features  of  the  joint  contracting 
schemes  studied  included  the  will  to 
co-operate  and  experiment.  The  success 
of  the  schemes  depended  entirely  on  a 
high  degree  of  common  effort  and  a 
readiness  to  discard  existing  supply 
arrangements  in  favour  of  others  which 
seemed  likely  to  show  better  results. 
In  the  schemes  the  Committee  studied 
the  following  took  part  in  what  was 
essentially  a  joint  operation:  (i)  The  Re- 
gional Hospital  Board,  which  provided 
the  initial  impetus,  continuous  support 
and  encouragement  and  any  necessary 
central  advisory  or  statistical  services, 
but  did  not  exercise  any  form  of  direct 
control  or  use  any  powers  of  direction 
upon  Management  Committees  who 
were  unwilling  to  join  in;  (ii)  The  Hos- 
pital Authorities  (i.e.,  Management 
Committees  and  in  some  cases  Boards 
of  Governors)  which,  while  retaining 
ultimate  control,  delegated  responsibility 
for  supply  arrangements  to  a  joint  com- 
mittee appointed  by  it  and  provided 
the  services  of  its  officers  as  required; 
(iii)  The  supplies  officers  (and  in  the 
case  of  drugs  the  Pharmacists),  who 
bore  the  main  burden  of  the  joint  con- 
tracting arrangements  and  snared  the 
executive  responsibility;  (iv)  The  de- 
partmental heads,  who  provided  techni- 
cal advice  and  assistance.  (In  the  case 
of  drugs  it  was  the  supplies  officers  who 
provided  technical  advice  on  general 
questions  regarding  purchasing  supplies 
and  took  responsibility  for  inviting 
tenders  and  placing  contracts.) 

Joint  Contracting  Committees 

Joint  contracting  committees  were  set 
up  by  the  hospital  authorities  who  had 
agreed  to  take  part  in  the  scheme. 
Those  might  be  either  a  single  regional 
committee  representing  all  the  partici- 
pating authorities  in  the  Region  or  a 
number  of  area  committees  each  repre- 
senting several  authorities  in  particular 
areas  within  the  Region.  The  committees 
consisted  in  the  first  case  of  supplies 
officers  or  pharmacists  only,  and  in  the 
second,  of  not  more  than  two  members 
of  each  participating  authority,  assisted 


by  selected  supplies  officers  from  the 
authorities  who  acted  as  secretaries  and 
were  responsible  for  the  executive  and 
clerical  work. 

Tenders  were  invited  initially  by 
public  advertisement,  but  with  experi- 
ence selected  lists  of  suitable  suppliers 
had  been  compiled  which  were  being 
increasingly  used  as  a  basis  for  send- 
ing out  invitations.  Firms  which  had 
asked  for  an  opportunity  to  tender 
were  included.  Public  advertisement 
was  thus  tending  to  become  an  occa- 
sional means  of  testing  the  market  and 
of  seeking  new  sources  of  supply. 
Selection  of  tenders  and  consideration 
of  samples  (where  required)  was  the 
responsibility  of  the  joint  contracting 
committee. 

Contracts  were  placed  with  successful 
tenderers  by  the  area  committees  or  by 
one  or  more  of  the  individual  member 
authorities  to  cover  the  whole  of  the 
requirements  of  member  authorities  for 
particular  categories  of  supplies.  Orders 
were  placed  by  each  member  authority 
with  successful  tenderers  under  the  joint 
contracts  for  its  individual  requirements. 
Each  member  authority  undertook  not 
to  buy  elsewhere  any  supplies  of  the 
type  covered  by  joint  contracts.  Con- 
tractors were  required  to  deliver  to  such 
hospitals  and  in  such  quantities  as  were 
specified  by  the  ordering  member 
authorities.  Payment  was  made  by  those 
authorities. 

The  Committee  thinks  that  the  re- 
sponsibility of  hospital  authorities  for 
the  day-to-day  management  of  their 
hospitals  is  not  diminished  by  voluntary 
participation  in  joint  contracting 
schemes. 

Savings  Evidence  Not  Available 

The  Committee  points  out  that,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  one  of  the  drugs 
schemes  considered,  where  substantial 
savings  could  be  shown,  detailed  evi- 
dence of  the  overall  financial  savings 
achieved  was  generally  not  available. 

No  justification  is  seen  by  the  Com- 
mittee for  any  fear  that  joint  contracting 
would  lead  to  any  greater  tendency  to 
over-estimate  than  would  arise  under 
group  or  hospital  purchasing. 

The  Committee  was  not  persuaded  by 
the  argument  about  "  invisible  over- 
heads."' Admittedly  a  good  deal  of  time 
was  required  to  be  spent  by  supplies 
officers  and  pharmacists,  but  that  was 
mainly  in  the  early  stages,  and  in  any 
case  should,  in  the  Committee's  view, 
be  more  than  offset  by  the  "  invisible 
savings  "  in  the  staff  time,  due  to  the 
avoidance  of  individual  tendering  and 
contracting  by  H.M.C.s  for  the  items 
bought  under  joint  contracts. 

A  comparison  of  prices  paid  for  drugs 
under  the  two  joint  schemes  considered 
by  the  Committee,  with  those  paid 
under  Ministry  contracts  for  similar 
supplies  for  hospitals  in  Wales  and 
Scotland  did  not  show  any  marked  ad- 
vantage one  way  or  the  other.  It  seemed 
therefore  that  for  drug  supplies  of  that 
kind  hospital  authorities  by  joint  con- 
tracting could  do  as  well  as  if  corres- 
ponding supplies  were  obtained  under 
Ministry  arrangements.

GLASGOW 

New  Drugs  from  Old 

Many  new  drugs,  said  Professor 
Andrew  Wilson  (department  of  phar- 
macology and  general  therapeutics, 
University  of  Liverpool)  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Glasgow  and  South- 
western Scottish  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  were  discovered  by 
modifying  the  structure  of  old  ones 
and  important  advances  had  been  made 
as  a  result  of  simple  changes  in  chemi- 
cal structure  designed  to  eliminate 
some  undesirable  actions  of  an  old 
drug.  Nalorphine  was  an  example  of 
a  drug  which  had  been  synthesised  as 
a  result  of  evidence  obtained  about 
thirty  years  ago  on  «orcodeine,  the 
corresponding  analogue  of  codeine. 
The  remarkable  capacity  of  nalorphine 
to  overcome  the  effects  of  morphine 
on  the  dog  had  encouraged  the  hope 
that  it  would  effectively  antagonise  the 
unwanted  effects  of  morphine  in  man; 
but  in  that  respect  at  least  man 
seemed  to  differ  from  the  dog.  Leyal- 
orphan  which  had  a  similar  relation- 
ship in  structure  to  levorphanol  was 
more  active  than  nalorphine  and  it  had 
been  reported  to  be  useful  in  prevent- 
ing respiratory  depression  in  patients 
with  malignant  disease  who  required 
large  doses  of  morphine.  Sometimes 
new  drugs  were  discovered  by  accident. 
Pethidine  was  synthesised  in  the 
course  of  a  search  for  compounds  with 
an  atropine-like  action.  A  drug  did 
not  confer  any  new  functions  but 
rather  suppressed  or  enhanced  those 
existing.  The  discovery  of  the  role  of 
acetylcholine  as  a  chemical  transmitter 
of  nerve  impulses  to  tissues,  had  clari- 
fied the  nature  of  the  action  of  physo- 
stigmine,  atropine  and  curare.  That 
knowledge  had  also  provided  many 
new  and  fruitful  approaches  in  the 
quest  for  new  drugs.  The  synthesis  of 
long  chain  esters  of  choline  had  led 
to  the  discovery  of  lachesine,  a  sub- 
stitute for  atropine  and  some  of  the 
new  quaternary  ammonium  com- 
pounds such  as  propantheline,  oxy- 
phenonium  and  dicyclomine.  The  tran- 
quillisers, said  Professor  Wilson,  tended 
to  make  people  neglectful  of  their 
social  responsibilities. 

HUDDERSFIELD 
Drug  Testing  Discussed 

The  Ministry  of  Health  was  spending 
£27  millions  per  year  on  the  basic  cost 
of  drugs  and  appliances  and  regarded 
the  drug  testing  scheme  as  the  only 
way  of  seeing  that  the  public,  which 
it  represented,  got  value  for  its  money, 
said  Dr.  Harold  Davis  (chief  pharma- 
cist, Ministry  of  Health)  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Huddersfield  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  held  on  March 
7.  The  law  did  not  allow  warranty 
defence  for  faulty  goods  supplied 
against  Health  Service  prescriptions  as 
only  the  chemist  contractor  and  the 
Ministry  were  deemed  to  be  involved. 
No  manufacturer  could  be  held  re- 
sponsible by  the  Ministry  unless  he 
was  supplying  goods  under  direct  con- 
tract. Where  that  applied,  as  in  the  case 
of  optical  and  dental  supplies,  exten- 
sive checks  were  made  by  Ministry 
representatives  both  during  and  after 
manufacture.    With  regard  to  fluores- 


cent whiteners  being  currently  used  for 
surgical  dressings,  the  Ministry  had 
advised  Executive  Councils  not  to  take 
action  when  the  presence  of  those  sub- 
stances was  reported  in  dressings  sup- 
plied against  test  prescriptions  until  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  sub- 
committee considering  the  problem 
had  come  to  a  decision  on  whether 
such  dressings  were  of  B.P.C.  quality 
when  all  other  standards  had  been  met. 
The  proposed  inquiry  into  Drug 
Tariff  prices,  explained  Dr.  Davis,  was 
being  asked  for  by  the  Ministry  on  in- 
structions from  the  Committee  of 
Public  Accounts — a  body  made  up  of 
M.P.s  of  all  parties  and  varying  from 
year  to  year  in  constitution,  whose 
work  was  to  examine  the  accounts  of 
every  Government  spending  depart- 
ment and  see  whether  any  expenditure 
could  be  criticised  or  reduced.  The 
Linstead  report  had  suggested  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  should  call  a  meet- 
ing of  all  the  interested  parties  to  dis- 
cuss the  status  of  the  assistant  in  dis- 


pensing, and  Dr.  Davis  said  that  he 
considered  that  the  "  time  has  come  to 
look  at  the  whole  practice  of  phar- 
macy with  regard  to  the  assistant-in- 
dispensing  problem."  In  countries  such 
as  Holland  where  official  recognition 
was  given  to  such  assistants  the  phar- 
macist was  engaged  in  work  more 
suitable  to  his  training  and  conse- 
quently had  a  higher  status.  If  official 
recognition  was  given  to  assistants  in 
dispensing,  the  Ministry,  said  Mr.  F. 
North,  would  use  them  as  the  excuse 
to  whittle  down  further  the  remunera- 
tion of  the  pharmacist.  Mr.  H.  Hol- 
land (clerk,  Huddersfield  Executive 
Council)  asked  if  Dr.  Davis  could  ex- 
plain why  prescriptions  for  silicone 
barrier  creams  were  being  returned  by 
the  pricing  bureaux  when  those  were 
being  written  for  patients  who  were 
colostomy  cases.  Dr.  Davis  replied 
that  the  Cohen  Committee  refused  to 
classify  many  of  those  preparations  as 
drugs  and  those  were  not  allowable  on 
EClOs  without  question.  It  was  hoped 
to  reclassify  some  of  those  prepara- 
tions and  so  allow  their  use.

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Duplicated  Names  :  A  First 
Step  to  Their  Simplification 

The  change  in  title  of  the  National  Formulary  [of  the 
British  National  Health  Service]  to  British  National 
Formulary  is  something  to  be  wholeheartedly  welcomed, 
even  if  it  means  using  three  words  instead  of  two.  The 
gain  is  to  "  fair  do's "  and  Anglo-American  under- 
standing. 

While  claiming  no  credit  for  the  new  title,  we  can 
certainly  point  to  strong  advocacy  of  the  change,  for  in 
August  1955  we  wrote:  "As  a  gesture,  we  would  recom- 
mend a  change  in  the  title  of  one  of  our  official  publi- 
cations. The  National  Formulary  that  evolved,  by  way 
of  the  National  War  Formulary,  from  the  National 
Formulary  '  for  National  Health  Insurance  Purposes  ' 
plagiarises,  without  some  such  modification,  the  title  of 
an  American  volume  that  certainly  began  its  distin- 
guished career  as  the  National  Formulary  of  Unofficial 
Preparations,  but  first  appeared  under  the  two-word 
title  in  1916.  Let  the  British  Medical  Association  and 
Pharmaceutical  Press  as  joint  publishers  modify  the  title 
of  the  N.H.S.  formulary  and  they  will  have  cleared  the 
way  for  cogent  persuasions  in  the  pharmacopoeial  field, 
in  which  they  may  have  no  direct  but  have  a  large 
indirect  advantage  to  gain.  The  gesture  might  have  a 
practical  as  well  as  a  moral  outcome.  No  British  phar- 
macist is  likely  to  experience  any  confusion  between 
his  own  N.F.  and  the  American.  No  United  States  phar- 
macist is  likely  to  encounter  any  problem  over  a  formula 
given  in  the  National  Formulary  of  Great  Britain.  But 
there  are  countries  such  as  Canada  in  which  the  confu- 
sion could  be  quite  acute.  Canadian  pharmacists  would 
be  in  no  two  minds  about  which  country  had  the  more 
substantial  claim  to  the  title." 

In  no  better  words  today  can  we  either  explain  the 
reasons  for  the  altered  title  or  commend  those  who  gave 
effect  to  it  for  their  liberal  and  enlightened  decision.  An 
obstacle  to  further  agreements  over  names  so  as  to  avoid 
duplication  is  now  removed. 

Hospital  Drug  Purchases 

The  Committee  on  Hospital  Supplies  comments  in  its 
recently  issued  interim  report  (p.  323)  on  the  limited 
response  hospital  authorities  made  to  the  Health  Mini- 
ster's recommendation  more  than  three  years  ago  that 
joint  contracting  should  be  extended. 

As  the  report  is  lacking  in  statistical  information — 
the  fact  that  it  is  an  "  interim  "  one  would  excuse  that 
— it  is  difficult  to  know  how  far  the  Committee's  stric- 


tures relate  to  the  supply  of  drugs.  We  know  of  at 
least  half  a  dozen  major  and  a  few  smaller  joint  drug 
contract  schemes  in  operation  in  England,  a  record 
that  hardly  seems  to  merit  the  tepid  descrip- 
tion "  limited."  In  using  that  word  the  committee 
may,  of  course,  have  been  referring  to  supplies  other 
than  drugs.  It  appears  difficult,  indeed,  to  believe 
that  great  developments  are  still  possible  in  what  must 
be  a  limited  field  for  action.  Yet  if  the  alternative  is 
an  extension  of  central  (Ministry)  purchasing  and  con- 
tracting, then  hospital  pharmacists'  committees  will  in 
the  months  immediately  ahead  be  anxiously  looking 
to  see  what  more  can  be  done  at  local  level. 

The  Committee  says  that,  in  the  schemes  it  considered 
(of  which  one  was  for  the  purchase  of  drugs  and  an- 
other for  the  purchase  of  drugs  and  dressings)  the 
regional  hospital  board  took  the  initiative  but  there  seems 
no  reason  why  such  schemes  should  not  be  initiated  or 
proposed  by  groups  of  hospital  authorities  or  by  their 
officers.  One  of  the  most  successful  of  the  schemes — 
the  south-west  metropolitan  regional  contracts  scheme 
for  pharmaceutical  supplies  —  was  in  fact  initiated 
by  the  regional  board's  pharmaceutical  advisory 
committee.  Any  hospital  pharmacists  who  may  have 
qualms  about  the  extension  of  such  schemes  to  their 
own  hospitals  may  be  reassured  by  a  remark  by  the 
chairman  of  the  south-west  metropolitan  hospital  phar- 
macists' committee  (Mr.  E.  A.  Cross)  when  his  own 
regional  scheme  was  inaugurated  in  1954.  It  was  that 
not  even  the  most  pessimistic  hospital  pharmacist  could 
desire  a  greater  degree  of  control  than  had  been 
achieved  under  his  region's  arrangements. 

FIFTY    YEARS  AGO 

WHAT  CHEMISTS  GET  OUT  OF  LIFE 

From  the  C.  &  D.,  March  23,  1907,  p.  451 
A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Roebuck  Hotel,  Stoke-on-Trent, 
on  March  14  ...  to  debate  the  question :  "  Does  the  chem- 
ist of  today  get  as  much  out  of  life  as  his  predecessors 
did  ?  "  This  had  been  suggested  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones 
at  the  Association's  annual  dinner.  The  debate  was  opened 
by  Mr.  T.  C.  Cornwell,  Hanley,  who  contended  that  chem- 
ists make  more  money  nowadays,  it  costs  them  less  to  live, 
their  luxuries  and  comforts  are  greater,  and  the  drawbacks 
are  considerably  less  than  in  the  preceding  generation.  As  a 
whole  the  present  condition  of  the  trade  is  better,  the  shops 
are  more  attractive  and  better  kept,  hours  are  shorter, 
holidays  are  more,  and  the  wages  of  assistants  are  higher. 
Organisation  is  also  stronger  (particularly  the  P.A.T.A.). 
The  chemist  is  not  quite  so  tied  in  his  business  as  he  used 
to  be;  he  is  more  independent,  and  not  so  bound  to  please 
any  particular  class.  The  cash  system  now  obtaining  is  pre- 
ferable to  the  credit  system  of  the  old  days.  Purely  phar- 
maceutical chemists  are  a  diminishing  quantity,  but  side- 
lines make  up  for  what  they  have  lost  in  that  way.  Mr. 
Weston  Poole,  Newcastle-under-Lyne,  considered  that 
chemists  have  benefited  by  the  better  state  of  living  gener- 
ally with  the  other  members  of  the  community,  but  not  be- 
cause they  are  chemists.  To  make  money  is  not  the  basis 
of  all  good,  and  should  not  be  their  only  aim.  All  shops, 
even  today,  do  not  close  early,  especially  in  the  suburbs  of 
the  large  cities.  Credit  is  very  useful  in  some  cases.  As  for 
sidelines,  it  is  a  great  shame  that  chemists  should  have  to 
pass  stiff  examinations  to  sell  sidelines.  The  stringency  of 
the  examinations  is  increasing,  but  there  is  precious  little 
protection,  and  chemists  are  not  even  safe  on  poisons,  which 
can  now  be  sold  by  companies  of  unqualified  traders.  The 
increase  of  unqualified  practice  is  enormous.  Then,  too, 
dispensing  doctors  rob  the  chemist  to  a  great  extent.  Chem- 
ists are  not  looked  upon  with  as  much  respect  as  in  the 
old  days;  they  now  buy  goods  ready  packed,  and  are  becom- 
ing only  sharp  businessmen.  Their  shops  are  looked  upon  as 
depots  for  nostrums.  As  a  practical  chemist  the  old  chemist 
was  infinitely  superior  to  the  modern.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 


My  introduction  to  the  Marvels  of  Science  came  from  an 
article  in  a  reading-book  at  a  primary  school.  It  was  entitled 
"  Coal,  Sugar  and  Diamonds  "  and  was  about — yes,  you've 
guessed — carbon.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned  the  story  suc- 
ceeded in  its  purpose  of  awakening  interest  in  scientific 
knowledge,  though  on  looking  back  I  consider  the  writer  was 
pulling  a  fast  one  over  the  child  mind  by  including  a  carbo- 
hydrate in  a  trio  the  other  two  members  of  which  were 
essentially  or  wholly  elemental  carbon.  If  I  were  to  borrow 
the  author's  technique  I  think  I  should  not  be  cheating  more 
than  he  did  if  I  chose  "  Germs,  rust  and  sewage  "  as  title 
to  a  story  about  some  of  the  work  which  is  proceeding  in 
the  corrosion-of-metals  and  microbiology  groups  at  the 
Chemical  Research  Laboratory,  Teddington,  Middlesex.  In 
1950  an  expedition  into  the  Cyrenaican  desert  visited  lakes 
in  which  hundreds  of  tons  of  elemental  sulphur  were  pro- 
duced annually  by  the  combined  action  of  sulphate-reduc- 
ing bacteria  (which  produce  sulphide  from  dissolved 
gypsum),  and  photo-synthetic  sulphide-oxidising  bacteria 
(Chlorobiuin  and  Chromatin/?)),  which  in  bright  sunlight 
convert  the  sulphide  into  elemental  sulphur.  That  symbiotic 
process  suggested  that  non-volcanic  sulphur  deposits  might 
be  similarly  laid  down.  Several  instances  of  corrosion  in 
aeroplane  fuel-pumps  led  to  examinations,  one  of  which 
traced  the  cause  to  aviation  spirit  drawn  from  a  storage 
tank  in  which  the  petrol  was  stored  over  water  that  had 
been  stagnant  for  about  six  months.  Samples  from  the  tank 
were  found  to  be  heavily  infected  with  sulphate-reducing 
bacteria.  They  contained  large  quantities  of  ferrous 
sulphide.  The  hydrogen  sulphide  produced  by  the  organ- 
isms percolated  through  the  fuel  and  formed  corrosive 
sulphur  compounds  in  the  kerosene,  leading  to  metallic 
sulphide  deposits  on  the  fuel  pumps.  Steps  have  sub- 
sequently been  taken  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  corrosion, 
as  by  the  use  of  an  inhibitor.  Similar  bacterial  action  has 
been  harnessed  to  produce  sulphur  from  raw  sewage  sludge. 
The  method  is  based  on  the  semi-continuous  anaerobic 
digestion  of  raw  sludge.  Normal  digestion  produces  a  gas 
mixture  containing  approximately  70  per  cent,  methane  and 
30  per  cent,  carbon  dioxide.  When  sulphate  (e.g.,  gypsum, 
anhydrite,  or  waste  sulphate  from  fertiliser  manufacture)  is 
added,  methane  production  is  inhibited  by  the  hydrogen 
sulphide  produced  by  [sulphate-reducing  bacteria.  The  final 
gas  mixture  (hydrogen  sulphide,  methane  and  carbon 
dioxide)  has  to  contain  at  least  5  per  cent.  US  for  econ- 
omical recovery  of  sulphur.  Yields  of  1 — 1"5  per  cent.  H2S 
have  been  obtained  in  the  laboratory.

Although  there  are  not  lacking  those  who  argue  that  the 
Treasury  and  Ministry  of  Health  focus  their  attention  too 
narrowly  on  the  nation's  bill  for  pharmaceutical  products 
and  do  not  relate  them  to  the  wider  picture  of  diminished 
sickness  and  therefore  of  fewer  hours  lost  to  industry,  there 
is  some  excuse  for  that,  since  too  little  work  has  so  far 
been  done  on  that  subject  by  economists.  Of  course,  nine 
years  since  1948  is  not  a  long  enough  period  on  which  to 
arrive  at  a  final  analysis  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  are 
students  at  work  gathering  material  for  an  interim  assess- 
ment. The  problem  of  rising  drug  costs  is  not  peculiar  to  the 
National  Health  Service.  Many  have  pointed  out  that  the 
same  trend  is  evident,  perhaps  more  acutely,  in  that  country 
where  hostility  to  "  socialised  medicine  "  is  the  motive  for 
organised  propaganda  not  only  by  politicians  but  by  medi- 
cal men  and  perhaps  the  druggists  (pharmacists).  The  prob- 
lem is  essentially  the  same  everywhere  since  it  is  the  newer 
proprietary  drugs  that  result  principally  from  manufacturers' 
research  that  are  the  main  cause  of  the  high  costs.  However, 
Dr.  Theodore  Klumpp,  of  New  York  City,  published  during 
1956  a  paper  (Connecticut  State  Medical  Journal,  XX.  9. 


695)  in  which  he  pointed  out  that  in  the  United  States  be- 
tween 1900  and  1954  life  expectancy  moved  upward  from 
forty-nine  years  to  almost  sixty-nine.  In  1900,  any  average 
group  of  1 ,000  persons  would  contain  seventeen  dying  that 
year.  Today  there  are  only  nine.  At  the  turn  of  the  century. 
162  out  of  every  1,000  babies  that  survived  birth  died  within 
the  first  year  against  less  than  thirty  today.  And  of  the  20 
million  babies  born  in  the  five  years  to  1956,  80,000  were 
destined  to  live  to  be  a  hundred.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
century  7,000  children  died  yearly  from  whooping  cough, 
in  1955  only  310.  Cholera,  yellow  fever,  smallpox  and  the 
plague  have  been  almost  completely  eliminated,  and  diph- 
theria, scarlet  fever,  typhoid  fever,  typhus,  tetanus,  rickets. 
Rocky  Mountain  spotted  fever,  pernicious  anaemia,  Addi- 
son's disease,  meningitis  and  other  diseases  have  lost  their 
deadly  sting.  Deaths  from  tuberculosis  declined  from  194 
per  100,000  in  1900  to  10-6  in  1954.  From  pneumonia  the 
death  rate  has  declined  from  152  to  twelve  per  100,000.  "At 
the  beginning  of  the  century  it  took  an  average  of  three 
months'  wages  to  pay  the  hospital  bills  resulting  from  a  case 
of  pneumonia.  Today  the  disease  is  often  cured  at  home  at 
an  average  cost  of  only  five  hours'  wages,"  writes  Dr. 
Klumpp,  and  he  goes  on,  "  It  is  regrettably  true  that  the 
public  has  a  deeply  ingrained  impression  that  medical  care 
and  the  drugs  that  are  a  part  of  it  cost  too  much."  A  truer 
picture  is  that  today  a  few  pills  "  costing  perhaps  several 
dollars  "  are  often  the  equivalent  of  what  used  to  be  a  peril- 
ous illness  with  long  disability,  loss  of  earnings,  hospital  and 
nursing  expense,  and  a  convalescence  that  sometimes  lasted 
for  months.  A  study  of  the  cost  of  a  case  of  pneumonia 
in  a  Philadelphia  hospital  in  1927  showed  that  doctors'  and 
nurses'  bill  amounted  to  £358,  and  the  duration  of  hospitali- 
sation averaged  five  weeks.  During  that  time  and  subse- 
quent convalescence  the  loss  of  earnings  brought  the  total 
cost  of  the  illness  up  to  approximately  $1,000.  In  1953  the 
average  duration  of  lobar  pneumonia  was  less  than  two 
weeks,  with  no  period  of  convalescence  required.  Most  cases 
were  treated  at  home  with  antibiotics  costing  the  patient 
approximately  $15T2  if  penicillin  was  used  and  $29-68  if 
one  of  the  broad-spectrum  antibiotics  was  employed.  Even 
without  figures  for  loss  of  earnings  it  is  evident  that  a  great 
saving  has  been  achieved.  Moreover  he  points  out  that  drug 
prices  have  advanced  far  less  even  in  America  than  those  of 
most  other  commodities  during  the  past  fifteen  years.  "  The 
percentage  of  disposable  personal  income  spent  on  medical 
care  (which  includes  drugs)  has  remained  practically  constant 
for  twenty  years  at  about  4  per  cent.  In  1954  the  per  capita 
consumption  of  drug  preparations  and  sundries  was  $10, 
compared  with:  —

Admissions  to  specified  spectator  amusements  11-00 
Those  figures  may  not  be  precisely  paralleled  in  Britain, 
but  it  is  only  a  few  weeks  since  there  were  published  in  these 
pages  graphs  (C.  &  D.,  February  23,  p.  214  and  p.  239)  show- 
ing that  here  also  the  rise  in  drug  costs  was  low  by  compari- 
son with  increases  in  other  commodities.  The  inference  could 
clearly  be  drawn  that  to  cut  the  drug  bill  too  drastically 
would,  far  from  improving,  worsen  the  country's  overall 
economic  position.  At  all  events  it  is  a  line  of  inquiry  that 
could  well  be  sponsored  by,  say,  the  Association  of  British 
Pharmaceutical  Industry  at  one  of  the  schools  of  economics 
associated  with  the  universities.  The  Chancellor  cannot  be 
blamed  for  not  taking  into  account  of  statistics  which  are 
not  available  and  which  it  is  perhaps  not  the  function  of  his 
own  Department  to  accumulate.

ADRENALINE

ADRENALINE,  also  known  as  epinephrine,  and  the 
first  hormone  to  be  isolated  in  pure  crystalline  form, 
is  the  main  blood-pressure-raising  principle  of  the 
suprarenal  gland.  The  existence  in  the  suprarenal  medulla 
of  such  a  cardiovascular  substance  was  demonstrated  by 
Oliver  and  Schafer  in  1895,  and  the  pure  hormone  was 
isolated  by  Takamine  six  years  later.  Elucidation  of  its 
chemical  structure  soon  followed,  to  be  confirmed  when 
Stolz  synthesised  adrenaline  in  1904.  The  hormone  may  be 
described  chemically  as  l-(3.4-dihydroxyphenyl)-2-methyl- 
aminoethanol,  and  therefore  a  relatively  simple  compound.

Commercial  supplies  of  the  hormone  may  consist  either  of 
the  natural  substance  derived  from  ox  adrenals,  or  of  the 
synthetic  compound.  Several  methods  of  synthesis  are 
known.  Using  catechol  as  the  starting  material,  one  method 
of  preparation  may  be  outlined  thus :  —

The  final  product  of  this  synthesis  is  the  racemic  mixture, 
and  the  much  more  active  laevo  isomer  may  be  separated  by 
various  means  such  as  crystallisation  of  the  tartrates. 

An  Important  Drug 

Pharmacologically,  adrenaline  is  an  important  drug,  its 
effects  resembling  those  produced  by  stimulation  of  the 
adrenergic  nerves.  Following  its  injection  the  peripheral  blood 
vessels  are  constricted,  cardiac  output  is  increased,  and  the 
blood-pressure  rises  sharply.  The  rise  in  blood-pressure  to  a 
peak,  followed  by  a  rapid  return  to  normal,  is  proportional 
to  the  dose  of  adrenaline  injected.  The  response  is  so  swift 
and  specific  that  it  may  be  adapted  to  form  the  basis  of  a 
reliable  method  of  assaying  the  drug.  The  evanescent  action 
of  adrenaline  is  due  to  the  rapid  destruction  of  the  hormone 
by  the  tissue  enzyme  amine-oxidase,  and  synthetic  pressor 
amines  which  have  a  longer  action  than  adrenaline  show  a 
resistance  to  enzymatic  deamination.  By  escaping  that  enzy- 
matic breakdown,  their  action  is  extended  over  a  much 
longer  period. 

The  action  of  adrenaline  on  the  bronchial  muscles  (on 
which  it  produces  a  relaxant  effect)  is  in  complete  contrast

to  its  effect  on  the  venous  system  and  the  drug  is  still  one 
of  the  most  powerful  and  rapid  bronchodilators  available. 

Therapeutic  Uses 

The  main  therapeutic  uses  of  adrenaline  follow  upon  its 
powerful  effects  on  the  blood  vessels,  heart  and  bronchial 
system.  Thus  it  is  used  in  the  emergency  of  cardiac  arrest 
and  circulatory  collapse,  and  in  such  conditions  it  is  given 
in  small  doses  by  slow  intravenous  injection  of  a  dilute 
solution.  Intracardiac  injections,  direct  into  the  auricle,  have 
been  used  as  a  resuscitatory  measure.  Adrenaline  is  also 
widely  employed  by  subcutaneous  injection  to  control  the 
acute  bronchial  spasm  of  asthma,  for  which  purpose  it  is 
still  unrivalled.  The  minimum  effective  dose  should  be  given, 
because  in  severe  asthma,  requiring  frequent  injections,  there 
may  develop  a  resistance  to  adrenaline.  In  allergic  condi- 
tions, such  as  serum  reactions,  adrenaline  is  rapidly  effective, 
and  it  is  sometimes  employed  to  relieve  the  symptoms  of 
urticaria.  It  causes  a  marked  local  vasoconstriction  when 
injected,  and  that  may  delay  its  own  absorption  when  given 
subcutaneously.  The  effect  is  made  use  of  when  adrenaline  is 
added  to  local  anaesthetic  solutions,  as  the  resulting  vaso- 
constriction extends  and  prolongs  the  action  of  the  anaes- 
thetic. Adrenaline  is  sometimes  applied  locally  to  reduce 
haemorrhage,  but  it  is  of  no  value  when  taken  orally,  as  it  is 
rapidly  destroyed  by  the  gastric  juice. 

Noradrenaline 

For  some  years  it  was  considered  that  adrenaline  was  the 
only  suprarenal-medulla  hormone  concerned  with  the  trans- 
mission of  sympathetic  nerve  impulses.  Later  the  existence 
of  another  pressor  substance  was  suspected.  Barger  and 
Dale,  who  carried  out  so  much  of  the  fundamental  research 
on  the  pressor  drugs,  noted  that  adrenaline  alone  could  not 
reproduce  all  the  effects  of  sympathetic  nerve  stimulation, 
and  postulated  the  existence  of  another  hormone. 

Many  speculations  were  advanced  concerning  the  nature 
of  the  unknown  pressor  substance,  but  proof  of  its  nature 
had  to  wait  for  many  years,  until  more  accurate  assay 
methods  for  pressor  drugs  had  been  developed.  It  was  even- 
tually discovered  that  the  hitherto  unknown  substance  was 
noradrenaline,  a  compound  that  had  already  been  synthe- 
sised by  Stol  and  Dakin  as  long  ago  as  1905.  Noradrenaline 
has  the  following  structure:  —

and  may  be  described  as  2-amino-l-(3.4-dihydroxyphenyl)- 
ethanol.  Thus  it  differs  from  adrenaline  only  by  the  absence 
of  the  methyl  radical  on  the  amino  group.  It  is  now  known 
that  there  are  two  kinds  of  secretory  cells  in  the  adrenal 
medulla,  and  that  noradrenaline  may  constitute  over  10 
per  cent,  of  the  amine  content  of  the  tissue.  In  adrenal 
tumours,  such  as  the  phaeochromocytomas,  over  90  per  cent, 
of  the  secretion  may  be  noradrenaline.  There  is  a  good  deal 
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of  experimental  evidence  to  suggest  that  adrenaline  is  formed 
in  the  body  from  noradrenaline,  the  extra  methyl  group  being 
derived  from  an  amino  acid  such  as  methionine.  The  origin 
of  noradrenaline  is  more  obscure.  A  possible  precursor  is 
tyrosine,  the  introduction  into  which  of  an  hydroxyl  group, 
followed  by  decarboxylation  with  an  enzyme  (dopa-decar- 
boxylase),  would  form  hydroxytyramine,  and  a  further 
hydroxy  group  in  the  side  chain  would  yield  noradrenaline. 
Thus  noradrenaline  may  be  considered  as  an  intermediate 
in  the  production  of  adrenaline,  and  the  amount  of  each 
compound  present  in  the  human  body  is  closely  linked  with 
age.  In  the  newborn  infant  the  medullary  secretion  is  almost 
entirely  noradrenaline,  whereas  in  adult  life  adrenaline 
accounts  for  over  80  per  cent,  of  the  secretion.  It  is  now 
usually  considered  that  noradrenaline  is  the  main  substance 
liberated  at  the  sympathetic  nerve  endings,  and  is  concerned 
with  vascular  activity.  Adrenaline  is  released  mainly  by  the 
suprarenal  gland  itself,  and  is  responsible  for  the  metabolic 
effects  of  adrenal  stimulation,  i.e.,  the  increases  in  blood 
sugar  and  in  oxygen  consumption. 

Noradrenaline,  also  known  as  levarterenol,  attracted  little 
therapeutic  attention  until  about  1948,  when  the  isomers 
present  in  racemic  noradrenaline  were  separated,  and  the 
peculiar  activity  of  the  laevo  compound  was  confirmed.  Since 
that  time  noradrenaline  has  been  widely  used  in  the  treat- 
ment of  shock  and  circulatory  failure,  as  in  its  activity  it 
differs  from  adrenaline  in  an  important  way. 

The  sharp  rise  in  blood  pressure  that  follows  the  intra- 
venous injection  of  adrenaline  is  caused  mainly  by  the 
great  increase  in  cardiac  output,  coupled  with  a  constriction 
of  the  peripheral  blood  vessels.  Noradrenaline,  on  the  other 
hand,  acts  as  a  general  vasoconstrictor,  and  has  little  effect 
on  the  pulse  rate.  There  is,  in  fact,  a  tendency  for  noradren- 
aline to  slow  the  heart  as  the  increased  blood  pressure  the 
drug  causes  in  the  aorta  produces  a  reflex  slowing  of  the 
beat.  Those  properties  combine  to  give  noradrenaline  a 
special  place  in  the  treatment  of  some  types  of  shock.  Its 
particular  applications  are  shock  associated  with  myocardial 
infarction,  post-operative  shock,  particularly  that  following 
the  removal  of  chromaffin  tumours  and  the  collapse  of 
peritonitis  and  other  forms  of  toxaemia.  It  is  given  by  slow 
intravenous  injection  after  dilution  with  5  per  cent,  dex- 
trose solution  and  care  must  be  taken  to  use  a  vein  of 
adequate  size.  If  too  small  a  vein  is  used,  the  drug  may 
diffuse  slowly  through  the  vein  wall  and  the  intense  vaso- 
constriction thus  produced  may  cause  a  local  tissue  necrosis. 

Adrenaline  Antagonists 

Some  peripheral  vascular  disorders  are  associated  with 
spasm  mediated  by  the  sympathetic  nervous  system.  Attempts 
have  been  made  in  the  past  to  relieve  such  conditions  by 
surgical  means,  involving  cutting  the  appropriate  nerves.  A 
similar  effect  may  be  achieved  by  the  use  of  adrenaline 
antagonists.  Those  substances,  by  blocking  the  action  of  the 
hormone,  can  inhibit  the  normal  response  to  sympathetic 
stimuli,  and  thus  act  as  peripheral  spasmolytics.  A  few  drugs 
of  that  nature  occur  naturally.  They  include  ergotamine. 
ergotoxine  and  yohimbine,  but  those  agents  are  not  em-

ployed  therapeutically  for  peripheral  vascular  disorders. 
Greater  vasodepressor  activity  is  found  in  some  synthetic 
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compounds,  and  those  of  interest  include  piperoxan.  phento- 
lamine, phenoxybenzamine  and  tolazoline. 

Piperoxan  and  phentolamine  are  used  mainly  in  the  diag- 
nosis of  some  chromaffin  tumours,  notably  phaeochromocy- 
toma.  That  comparatively  rare  type  of  tumour  is  usually 
associated  with  the  medulla  of  the  suprarenal  gland,  and  it 
liberates  an  exceptionally  large  amount  of  noradrenaline 
into  the  bloodstream.  The  patient  exhibits  some  of  the  char- 
acteristic symptoms  of  hypertension.  Before  the  adrenolytic 
drugs  became  available  the  diagnosis  of  phajochromocytoma 
was  not  easy.  Those  substances  are  now  given  as  test  doses. 
If  the  blood  pressure  is  due  to  circulatory  pressor  amines, 
the  pressure  falls  as  the  effect  of  the  amine  is  neutralised  by 
the  test  drug.  If  the  high  pressure  is  due  to  other  causes,  a 
test  dose  of  an  adrenolytic  drug  has  little  effect.  Drugs  in 
the  group,  therefore,  have  great  value  within  their  limited 
field,  and  their  properties  can  also  be  made  use  of  during 
surgical  removal  of  the  tumour.  Manipulation  of  the  tumour 
during  operation  leads  to  a  temporary  large  increase  in  the 
amount  of  noradrenaline  liberated  into  the  blood,  and  the 
pressure  may  reach  alarming  heights.  Subsequently  the  pres- 
sure may  fall  equally  rapidly  but,  by  the  judicious  use  of 
adrenolytics  and  noradrenaline,  a  more  normal  level  of 
blood  pressure  may  be  secured. 

Phentolamine  is  also  used  orally  in  other  conditions  that 
require  a  prolonged  vasodilation,  and  another  drug  with 
a  highly  specific  but  prolonged  action  on  organs  that  re- 
spond to  stimulation  of  adrenergic  nerves  is  phenoxybenza- 
mine, also  known  as  Dibenyline.  That  compound  is  used

chiefly  in  treatment  and  has  been  effective  in  a  number  of 
peripheral  vascular  disorders  such  as  Raynaud's  disease, 
obliterative  arterial  disease,  and  intermittent  claudication. 
The  adrenergic  blockade  produced  by  Dibenyline  is,  how- 
ever, much  more  persistent  than  that  produced  by  most 
other  adrenolytics.  The  prolonged  action  suggests  that  some 
exceptionally  firm  combination  of  the  drug  with  some  cell 
constituent  takes  place.  The  constituent  may  be  some  protein- 
attached  group  of  the  effector  cell,  but  an  alternative 
explanation  is  that  the  drug  is  first  taken  up  by  the  body  fat 
and  then  slowly  released. 

Adrenolytic  activity  is  also  found  in  some  imidazoline 
derivatives,  and  the  use  of  tolazoline  is  now  established.

That  compound  is  effective  orally  and  by  injection,  and  is 
widely  employed  in  the  treatment  of  spastic  conditions  of  the 
blood  vessels,  in  peripheral  vascular  disorders,  in  chilblains, 
and  in  other  conditions  where  the  local  blood  supply  may  be 
inadequate.  It  is  important,  of  course,  to  appreciate  the 
limitations  as  well  as  the  uses  of  these  adrenolytic  drugs. 
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In  arterial  and  obliterative  disease  the  aim  of  treatment  is 
to  secure  an  increased  blood  flow  by  a  i eduction  in  vaso- 
motor tone.  A  vasodilatation  of  the  blood  vessels  of  Ihe 
extremities  caused  by  those  drugs  is  of  little  value  if  the 
arteries  cannot  provide  an  increased  blood  flow,  and  although 
an  arterial  occlusion  may  be  offset  to  some  extent  by  an 
increased  blood  flow  through  the  collateral  circulation,  not 
every  case  can  be  expected  to  respond  dramatically.  On  the 
other  hand  success  has  been  obtained  by  prolonged  treat- 
ment in  some  cases  of  ischaemia,  where  that  has  reached  the 
stage  of  ulceration  and  incipient  gangrene.  In  such  conditions 
clinical  experience  is  essential  in  the  selection  of  the  patients 
most  likely  to  benefit  from  treatment  with  those  drugs. 

Adrenaline  Analogues 

The  elucidation  of  the  structure  of  adrenaline,  which  was 
followed  so  rapidly  by  a  practical  method  of  synthesis, 
initiated  a  period  of  intensive  research  into  the  pharmacology 
of  many  amine  compounds,  particularly  by  Barger  and  Dale. 
Those  workers  endeavoured  to  discover  the  relationship  be- 
tween structure  and  function  in  the  group  of  substances, 
and  their  work  was  of  such  a  fundamental  character  that 
the  conclusions  drawn  from  their  early  work  are  still  valid, 
and  have  added  the  word  "  sympathomimetic  "  to  the  vocab- 
ulary of  medicine.  The  term  indicates  that  active  compounds 
produce  effects  comparable  to  those  which  follow  stimula- 
tion of  the  sympathetic  nervous  system  (the  adrenergic 
nerves).  The  first  synthetic  alternative  to  adrenaline  was 
3.4-dihydroxyphenyl-methyl-ethylamine,  which  was  mar- 
keted under  the  name  Epinine.  That  substance  has  close 
chemical  and  pharmacological  relationships  with  adrenaline, 
and  is  a  much  more  stable  compound,  but  it  never  achieved 
any  great  therapeutic  reputation.  Further  research  disclosed 
that,  though  some  simple  aliphatic  amines  had  an  adrena- 
line-like action,  a  satisfactory  degree  of  pharmacological 
effect  was  found  only  in  substances  possessing  a  phenyl- 
ethylamine  structure,  i.e.,  a  phenyl  group  separated  from  an 
amino  group  by  a  short  carbon  chain.  Many  variants  of  that 
basic  structure  have  been  synthesised,  but  a  study  of  the 
active  compounds  suggests  that  an  adequate  pharmacologi- 
cal activity  is  associated  with  a  certain  specificity  of  struc- 
ture of  the  whole  molecule.  Of  the  many  compounds  placed 
on  the  market  from  time  to  time  few  have  survived.  The 
following  are,  however,  of  interest. 

phenylephrine.  Known  in  America  as  Neosynephrine. 
phenylephrine  differs  from  adrenaline  only  in  the  loss  of  the 
hydroxyl  group  in  the  4-position.  Small  as  that  change  is,  its 
effect  is  considerable.  The  pressor  effect  is  much  reduced, 
and  the  change  is  accompanied  by  an  increased  stability  and 
an  extended  activity.  The  action  on  the  heart  is  less  than  that 
of  adrenaline,  and  indeed  phenylephrine  is  considered  by 
some  to  be  the  safest  pressor  drug  to  use  during  cyclopro- 
pane anaesthesia. 


isoprenaline.  Adrenaline  is  still  of  unparalleled  value  in 
relieving  acute  asthmatic  attacks  by  its  bronchodilatory 
action,  but  its  cardiac  effects  are  sometimes  undesirable. 
Many  substances  have  been  synthesised  in  the  hope  of  find- 
ing a  more  effective  compound  for  that  particular  purpose, 
but  so  far  isoprenaline  (3.4-dihydroxyphenyl-/3-isopropyl- 
aminoethanol)  is  the  most  active  adrenaline  analogue  of  that 
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Isoprenaline 

type  devised.  It  is  given  not  by  injection  but  by  the  oral 
inhalation  of  a  solution  (often  in  association  with  other 
spasmolytics)  or  as  sublingual  tablets.  The  bronchodilatory 
power  of  isoprenaline  is  exceptional,  but  it  has  relatively 
little  action  on  the  blood  pressure  or  pulse  rate.  For  many 
asthmatics  it  is  a  valuable  drug. 

Still  more  recently  the  laevo  isomer  of  isoprenaline  has 
been  introduced  under  the  name  Isolevin.  This  is  claimed 
to  have  a  higher  pharmacological  activity  and  lower  toxicity 
than  the  parent  compound. 

A  consideration  of  orally  active  adrenaline-like  substances 
such  as  ephedrine  and  associated  drugs  is  outside  the  scope 
of  this  article,  but  it  is  to  be  recalled  that  there  is  a  close 
chemical  relationship  between  adrenaline  and  many  other 
amine  compounds  used  therapeutically,  such  as  some  nasal 
decongestants,  appetite  depressors,  circulatory  stimulants, 
and  mydriatics.

This  Is  Automation 

general  electric  co.,  New  York,  U.S.A.  Available  in 
United  Kingdom  from  Gaumont  British  Film  Library, 
Aintree  Road,  Perivale,  Middlesex.  Running  time  thirty 
minutes.  16  mm.  Colour. 

The  film,  made  in  the  United  States,  shows  the  way  in 
which  automation  has  been  applied  to  some  or  all  parts  of 
American  industry  in  automatic  making,  assembling, 
inspecting  and  packing.  It  stresses  that  automation  in- 
creases production,  efficiency  and  safety;  conserves  man- 
power; tends  to  improve  quality  and  upgrades  labour 
through  efficient  mechanical  operations.  The  film  also 
demonstrates  that  a  factory  does  not  have  to  be  fully  auto- 
matic to  take  advantage  of  present  developments.  Automa- 
tion, the  film  points  out,  can  be  achieved  by  a  step-by-step 
improvement  of  each  of  the  manufacturing  operations — 
from  unit  to  mass  production  and  finally  to  a  continuous 
flow-line.

Monthly  meeting  of  Council 


AT  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  held  in  Dublin  on 
March  12,  congratulations  were  extended  to  Coun- 
cillors Philip  A.  Brady  and  Frank  Loughman  on  their 
election  as  members  of  the  new  Dail  Eireann.  Mr.  P.  F. 
McGrath  (president)  was  in  the  chair,  and  also  present 
were  Messrs.  M.  Power  (vice-president),  H.  P.  Corrigan 
(treasurer),  J.  J.  O'Regan,  T.  B.  O'Sullivan,  T.  R.  Miller, 
V.  McElwee,  P.  Fullam,  M.  L.  Cashman,  A.  A.  Toher, 
D.  J.  Kennelly,  G.  C.  O'Neill,  C.  J.  Cremen,  M.  Costello, 

F.  J.  Robinson,  J.  Gleeson  and  Miss  L.  Cunniffe.  Mr.  James 

G.  Coleman,  B.L.  (registrar)  was  in  attendance. 

Dail  Deputies  Congratulated 

Before  the  business  on  the  agenda  was  taken  the  Presi- 
dent said  he  had  the  happy  duty  of  congratulating  the  new 
deputies  (applause).  The  Council  knew  from  past  experience 
that  it  could  not  have  two  better  men  to  represent  it,  or 
to  fight  where  the  interests  of  pharmacy  were  concerned, 
than  Messrs.  Brady  and  Loughman,  and  on  behalf  of  all 
the  members  of  the  Council  he  offered  heartiest  congratu- 
lations. Probably  no  other  professional  body  in  the  State 
was  in  the  same  fortunate  position  in  having  two  of  its 
Council  sitting  in  the  Dail. 

Mr.  Brady,  thanking  the  president  and  Council,  said  at 
all  times  in  the  Dail  Eireann  it  would  be  his  proud  privdege 
to  uphold  the  voice  of  pharmacy.  He  was  pleased  indeed 
to  have  with  him  Deputy  Frank  Loughman.  No  one  could 
serve  the  profession  better.  Deputy  Loughman  was  a  good 
colleague  and  an  excellent  parliamentarian.  Mr.  Loughman 
said  he  was  very  grateful  for  the  welcome  given  to  them. 
Like  Deputy  Brady  while  in  the  Dail  his  efforts  would  be 
directed  towards  improving  and  maintaining  the  position 
pharmacy  had  at  present.  As  members  of  the  Council  he 
was  glad  that  they  had  succeeded  in  their  campaign. 

Dealing  with  the  nomination  of  a  candidate  on  the  cul- 
tural and  educational  panel  for  the  forthcoming  Senate 
election  the  President  pointed  out  that  any  candidate 
going  forward  for  election  to  that  panel  would  have  a  stiff 
task  in  front  of  him,  and  would  need  to  have  considerable 
backing.  The  one  man  who  had  considerable  backing,  and 
who  was  prepared  to  put  up  a  good  fight,  was  Alderman 
Cashman.  Accordingly  he  had  much  pleasure  in  proposing 
his  name  for  nomination  by  the  Society.  He  was  sure  Alder- 
man Cashman  would  receive  good  backing  from  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Dublin  Corporation,  and  from  the  political  side. 
Mr.  Brady,  seconding  the  nomination  of  Alderman  Cash- 
man,  said  it  would  be  a  tough  fight  to  get  elected  on  the 
panel  on  which  the  Society  had  a  nomination,  but  if  any- 
body was  likely  to  succeed  it  was  the  Alderman.  Mr. 
Loughman,  supporting  Alderman  Cashman's  nomination, 
said  that  a  pharmacist  colleague  of  his  in  Clonmel,  Mr. 
Patrick  Joy,  had  offered  to  stand  as  a  candidate,  but  only  if 
there  was  no  one  else  going  forward.  He  would  like  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  attitude  taken  up  by  Mr.  Joy  in  the  matter. 
The  Council  passed  the  president's  motion  unanimously, 
and  Alderman  Cashman,  returning  thanks,  said  he  fully 
appreciated  that  he  was  facing  what  was  almost  an  impos- 
sible task.  He  fully  realised  the  honour  of  being  the  nominee 
of  the  Society  and  could  assure  them  he  would  not  spare 
himself  in  putting  up  the  best  fight  possible  (hear,  hear). 
The  President  said  now  that  they  had  selected  a  candidate 
he  wished  also  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Joy  in  offering  himself 
in  such  a  courteous  and  considerate  way.  With  Alderman 
Cashman  going  forward  he  trusted  that  he  would  receive 
the  support  of  every  chemist  in  the  country.  The  Society 
would  get  behind  him  and  do  everything  possible  to  help 
in  securing  his  return. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Joy  in  which  he  stated  that 
the  Council  deserved  thanks  for  the  excellent  circular  letter 


sent  out  in  connection  with  the  candidature  of  Messrs.  Brady 
and  Loughman.  He  had  no  doubt  that  it  had  helped  in  no 
small  way  to  bring  about  the  election  of  both  deputies. 
Pharmacists  in  his  area  were  all  delighted  to  see  Mr.  Lough- 
man back  again  in  the  Dail.  To  Mr.  Brady  in  Dublin  he 
sent  his  heartiest  congratulations.  He  also  wished  to  con- 
gratulate his  old  school  friend  Alderman  Cashman  on 
being  elected  to  the  Council.  The  President  said  the  regis- 
trar was  to  be  specially  commended  for  the  way  in  which 
the  general  election  circular  had  been  prepared  and  distri- 
buted, and  the  Council's  best  thanks  also  must  go  to  the 
Editor  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  for  the  excellent  pre- 
election article  on  the  candidates,  and  to  the  Irish  Chemist 
and  Druggist  for  its  co-operation. 

The  following  changes  of  address  were  notified:  Mr. 
Geoffrey  Keogh,  M.P.S.I.,  to  City  Dispensary,  Lower  Gerald 
Griffin  Street,  Limerick;  Mr.  Michael  J.  Moynihan,  L.P.S.I., 
to  c/o  West  African  Drug  Co.,  Private  Post  Bag,  Nigeria, 
British  West  Africa.  Dr.  Evelyn  Mary  Matthews,  Burton- 
port,  co.  Donegal,  who  submitted  an  L.A.H.  certificate,  was 
granted  registration  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist. 

The  Law  and  Schools  Committee's  reports  were  submitted 
and  approved.  Dr.  J.  M.  Rowson,  M.Sc,  Ph.D.,  F.P.S., 
F.L.S.  (curator  of  the  museum  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain)  was  appointed  external  examiner 
in  pharmacognosy  to  the  Society. 

The  report  submitted  by  Mr.  P.  O'Briain  (the  Society's 
inspector)  mentioned  that  he  had  to  call  on  doctors  in  both 
Dublin  and  Mullingar  in  connection  with  the  Barbiturates 
Regulations.  The  view  had  been  expressed  to  him  by  some 
pharmacists  he  had  called  on  that  the  dispensing  fee,  being 
a  professional  fee,  should  be  fixed  by  the  Society.  During 
the  past  month  he  had  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Donegal 
Chemists'  Association  at  which  matters  concerning  condi- 
tions in  the  country  were  discussed.  Arising  out  of  Mr. 
O'Briain's  report  Mr.  Miller  inquired  if  anything  had  been 
done  to  bring  the  poisons  law  up  to  date  and  the  President 
stated  that  the  Council  had  been  engaged  on  that  matter 
for  some  time.  There  had  been  several  meetings  with  the 
medical  profession  and  Department  officials  as  a  result  of 
which  a  Bill  had  been  drafted  which  was  now  with  the 
Department  of  Health. 

The  Registrar  reported  on  the  deaths  of  Messrs.  H.  T. 
McClelland,  L.P.S.I.,  Ballyshannon,  co.  Donegal,  and  Mr. 
James  Irwin,  R.D. 

An  Organisation  for  Hospital  Pharmacists 

The  President  informed  the  Council  that  since  the 
previous  meeting  he  had  called  together  the  hospital  phar- 
macists with  a  view  to  forming  an  organisation.  Through 
such  an  organisation  it  was  hoped  not  only  to  improve  the 
status  of  hospital  pharmacists  in  the  Republic,  but  also  to 
improve  the  pharmacies  in  the  hospitals  themselves.  During 
the  1956  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  it  became  clear 
that  hospital  pharmacies  in  the  Republic  were  not  up  to 
the  standard  they  should  be.  As  a  result  of  the  meeting  a 
body  to  be  known  as  the  Association  of  Hospital  Pharma- 
cists had  been  formed,  and  a  committee  had  been  elected 
and  was  meeting  again  that  week.  The  intention  was  that 
hospital  pharmacists  throughout  the  country  should  link  up 
with  that  body. 

Mr.  Kennelly  said  the  president  was  to  be  congratulated 
on  doing  an  excellent  job  of  work.  The  formation  of  an 
organisation  of  hospital  pharmacists  was  a  step  in  the  right 
direction.  The  Post-graduate  Course  Committee  was  inter- 
ested in  anything  that  could  be  done  to  improve  the  status 
of  pharmacy  in  the  hospitals,  and  would  be  glad  to  accept 
the  hospital  pharmacists  at  a  nominal  fee  for  the  series  of 
lectures  on  sterilisation  and  aseptic  dispensing  about  to  be 
given  by  Dr.  Timoney.   He  was  glad  to  see  that  the  Coun- 
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cil  had  a  representative  in  Mr.  Miller,  a  member  of  the 
new  Association. 

Mr.  O'Regan  said  he  was  glad  to  hear  of  the  formation 
of  such  an  Association.  When  he  was  in  England  he  had 
found  conditions  in  the  hospital  pharmacies  there  magnifi- 
cent, and  something  should  be  done  to  improve  the  stan- 
dards in  the  Eire  hospitals. 

Mr.  Miller  said  it  was  proposed  to  have  as  large  meet- 
ings of  the  hospital  pharmacists  as  possible  at  the  initial 
stages,  so  as  to  get  a  good  cross-section  of  views.  He 
thanked  Mr.  Kennelly  for  his  suggestion  with  regard  to  the 
post-graduate  course,  but  the  question  of  status  was  the 
main  thing  at  the  moment.  In  the  business  of  raising  the 
status  of  pharmacists  in  the  hospitals  there  must  be  slow 
movement.  The  best  thanks  of  the  hospital  pharmacists  were 
due  to  the  president,  who  had  initiated  that  move  to  form 
an  organised  body.  The  new  association  would  represent 
a  good  cross-section  of  Irish  pharmacy  and  include  many 
enthusiastic  people,  both  young  and  old. 

Mr.  Brady  said  the  position  should  be  that  the  hospital 
pharmacies  would  dispense  only  for  patients  occupying  beds 
in  the  hospitals,  and  not  for  those  attending  the  out-patient 
departments  which  had  grown  enormously  in  recent  years. 
"  I  think  the  president  has  been  looking  after  that  matter 
very  well  in  recent  negotiations,"  said  Mr.  Miller. 

The  Council  expressed  its  pleasure  at  the  formation  of 
the  new  body  and  agreed  to  give  it  every  assistance  possible. 

When  a  case  was  mentioned  where  a  county  manager  in 
the  west  had  ruled  that  the  employees  of  a  large  State 
organisation  could  have  medicines  compounded  in  the 
county  hospital,  Mr.  Cashman  said  the  Council  would  have 


to  be  very  vigilant  as  pressure  groups  were  working  to  have 
the  scope  of  the  Health  Act  widened.  It  was  only  bodies 
such  as  the  Council  and  the  medical  profession  which  could 
prevent  further  encroachments.  The  President  said  action 
was  being  taken  to  contest  the  ruling  of  the  county  manager 
in  the  west.  The  fact  that  pharmacists  had  such  a  repre- 
sentative on  the  Dublin  Corporation  Health  Committee  as 
Mr.  Brady  was  a  great  help.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  held  at 
the  close  of  the  Council  meeting  a  number  of  grants  were 
passed  for  payment. 

When  the  registrar  reported  that  a  cheque  for  £596  10s.  6d. 
had  been  received  from  the  Dance  Committee  as  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  dance  held  in  December  1956,  the  President, 
moving  that  the  best  thanks  of  the  Society  should  be  ac- 
corded to  the  Committee,  said  that  to  be  able  to  send  along 
such  a  handsome  cheque  was  a  tremendous  achievement. 
Mr.  Corrigan,  seconding,  said  he  wished  to  be  associated 
with  the  president's  tribute  to  the  Dance  Committee  for  a 
wonderful  achievement  in  the  face  of  difficult  conditions. 


PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF

Monthly  meeting  of  Council 


THE  president  (Mr.  C.  A.  Quinn)  presided  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  North- 
ern Ireland  held  in  Belfast  recently.  Present  were 
Messrs.  W.  C.  Tate  (vice-president),  J.  Caldwell,  W.  H. 
Boyd,  H.  G.  Campbell,  W.  P.  Ewart,  H.  F.  Moore,  J.  Kerr, 
G.  E.  Mcllhagger,  A.  Templeton,  P.  R.  W.  Shinner,  W.  J. 
Thornton,  C.  E.  Moss,  H.  W.  Gamble,  R.  Gibson, 
J.  McGregor,  Dr.  R.  G.  R.  Bacon,  Professor  E.  B.  C. 
Mayrs,  and  Mr.  William  Gorman  (secretary).  Apologies 
for  absence  were  received  from  Messrs.  F.  R.  Moore,  W.  S. 
Hall  and  S.  E.  Campbell. 

Mr.  Quinn  said  that  it  was  a  sad  occasion  for  the  Council 
because  of  the  death  of  the  Society's  treasurer,  Mr.  James 
Irwin.  Mr.  Irwin  became  a  member  of  the  Council  on 
June  19,  1942,  and  had  been  appointed  treasurer  in  October 
1953.  During  that  time  he  had  been  a  very  good  friend  to 
the  Council  and  had  always  given  of  his  best  to  further 
the  aims  and  objects  of  the  Society.  After  the  members 
had  observed  a  brief  silence,  the  president  proposed  that  a 
letter  of  condolence  should  be  sent  to  Mr.  Irwin's  family 
expressing  the  Council's  deep  sorrow.  The  minutes  of  the 
January  meeting  were  adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Thornton,  seconded  by  Mr.  McIlhagger.  The  President 
referred  to  the  retirement  of  Professor  Mayrs  from  the 
chair  of  pharmacology,  Queen's  University,  Belfast,  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  wished  him  every  happiness  in  his 
retirement.  Professor  Mayrs  suitably  replied. 

Mr.  Gorman  reported  that  he  had  received  a  letter  from 
the  secretary  of  the  Society  of  Pharmaceutical  Students  stat- 
ing that  the  Society  was  making  its  annual  educational  tour 
to  London  at  Easter  and  inquiring  if  the  Council  was  will- 
ing to  make  a  donation  to  the  Students'  Society's  funds  for 
the  visit.  The  letter  pointed  out  that  more  students  would  be 
making  the  journey  than  in  previous  years.  The  President 
said  he  understood  that  in  1956  the  Council  had  given  the 
students  a  grant  of  £20.     Mr.  Boyd  proposed  and  Mr. 


McIlhagger  seconded  that  a  grant  should  be  made  again 
this  year.  Mr.  Gamble  inquired  if  the  Council  knew  how 
the  students  were  financially  situated.  He  wondered  if  the 
£20  would  be  sufficient.  Mr.  Kerr  said  he  understood  that 
the  students  received  a  grant  from  another  student  body 
and  would  also  be  receiving  a  grant  from  the  Associates' 
Section  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association  but  only  asso- 
ciates would  benefit  from  that.  Mr.  Gamble  said  he  under- 
stood there  was  a  grant  from  the  university  but  that  it  was 
for  university  students  only.  He  thought  the  matter  might 
be  left  over  so  that  inquiries  might  be  made  as  he  felt  it 
would  be  a  pity  to  debar  some  student  from  going  because 
of  lack  of  finance.  Mr.  Boyd  thought  that  the  Council's 
grant  was  a  generous  one.  The  Council  agreed  to  make  a 
grant  of  £20. 

Mr.  Gorman  also  tabled  a  letter  from  the  Society  of 
Pharmaceutical  Students  thanking  the  Council  for  the  loan 
of  rooms  and  film  equipment  for  a  cinema  show  and  point- 
ing out  that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  students'  committee 
it  had  been  proposed  that  the  students  should  form  a  table 
tennis  club.  The  Students'  Society  asked  if  there  was  a  suit- 
able room  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  premises  and 
pointed  out  that  they  had  not  yet  reached  a  definite  decision 
on  the  formation  of  the  club.  It  would  help  the  students  to 
reach  a  decision  about  formation  if  the  Council  could  give 
a  ruling  about  accommodation.  The  Council  decided  to 
inform  the  Society  that  there  was  not  a  room  suitable  to 
meet  the  proposal. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  College  of  Technology 
would  be  agreeable  to  the  examinations  of  the  Society  being 
held  on  June  14  and  15,  and  from  June  17  to  21. 

New  Treasurer  Appointed 

Mr.  Quinn  stated  that  Mr.  Irwin's  death  left  the  Society 
without  a  treasurer  and  it  was  essential  that  there  should 
be  someone  in  charge  of  the  finances  immediately.  On  the 
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motion  of  Mr.  Gamble,  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  F.  Moore, 
it  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Mcllhagger  should  be  appointed. 

Mr.  Gibson,  presenting  the  report  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee, said  that  since  the  previous  Council  meeting  the  Com- 
mittee had  placed  the  contract  for  paintwork  which  had 
been  carried  out.  He  thought  that  some  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  purchase  of  a  carpet  for  the  office.  The 
President  congratulated  the  Committee  on  its  work  and 
Mr.  Boyd  congratulated  Dr.  Bacon  on  his  suggestions  for 
the  redecoration  of  the  building.  A  suggestion  that  profes- 
sional bodies  granted  the  use  of  the  Society's  rooms  should 
be  required  to  vacate  the  premises  by  1 1  p.m.  was  adopted. 

The  Council  agreed  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  Society  to  the 
certificates  of  qualification  of  Samuel  Wright,  Charles  Aloy- 
sius  McKernan  and  Thomas  Ronald  Irwin. 

Presenting  the  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  Mr.  McIl- 
hagger  said  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  had  been  held  to 
consider  the  preparation  of  the  new  Calendar.  Mr.  Patter- 
son (pharmaceutical  inspector,  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs) 
had  attended  to  advise  the  Committee  on  Dangerous  Drugs 
legislation  in  Northern  Ireland.  Mr.  Patterson  had  stated 
that  the  Dangerous  Drugs  (Amendment)  Act,  1950,  was 
passed  by  the  British  Parliament  to  authorise  it  to  enact 
Dangerous  Drugs  legislation  that  would  extend  to  Northern 
Ireland.  Following  the  1950  Act,  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
1951,  was  passed  and  it  repealed  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts, 
1920,  1925,  1932  and  the  1950  Act.  The  Regulations  made 
by  the  Home  Office  under  the  1951  Act  were  not  applied 
to  Northern  Ireland  but  Section  25  (2)  of  that  Act  pro- 
vided for  the  continuance  in  operation  of  the  Regulations, 
etc.,  applying  in  Northern  Ireland  and  made  under  the 
Acts  that  were  repealed.  The  legislation  in  force  in  North- 
ern Ireland  was  therefore  the  1951  Act  together  with  the 
Regulations  made  under  the  1920  and  subsequent  Acts. 
Mr.  Patterson  explained  that  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs 
had  decided  to  made  consolidating  Regulations  for  Northern 
Ireland.  He  stated  that  those  new  Regulations  would  be 
ready  in  time  for  inclusion  in  the  Calendar.  Mr.  Mcllhagger 
said  that  drafts  of  summaries  of  the  Health  Services  Act 
(Northern  Ireland),  1948,  and  the  Intoxicating  Liquor  Act 
(Northern  Ireland),  1923,  were  approved  for  inclusion. 
Work  was  commenced  on  the  drafting  of  by-laws  and  a 
start  made  on  such  of  the  Society's  general  regulations  as 
could  better  be  included  as  by-laws.  A  further  meeting  had 
been  arranged  but  had  had  to  be  cancelled.  The  report  of 
the  Committee  was  adopted. 

On  the  proposal  of  Mr.  J.  Caldwell,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Moss,  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  was  passed. 
It  was  reported  that  arrangements  would  have  to  be  made 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  Mr.  Irwin,  who  was  the  sole  representative 
on  the  Council  of  the  registered  druggists.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  there  were  now  about  twenty  registered  druggists 
and  there  might  be  difficulty  in  finding  someone  willing  to 
act  for  them. 

Mr.  Ewart  suggested  that  members  attending  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  Bristol  might  consider  char- 
tering an  aircraft  for  the  journey.  Mr.  Boyd  thought  that 
the  secretary  should  ascertain  the  cost  of  charter  and  the 
number  of  members  willing  to  make  the  journey.  He 
thought  it  would  be  an  ideal  way  of  getting  to  Conference. 
Mr.  Gamble  agreed  and  suggested  that  the  secretary  might 
table  a  report  on  that  at  the  next  meeting. 

Veterinary  Drug  Supplies 

Mr.  Moss,  referring  to  veterinary  Terramycin,  said  that 
a  chemist  receiving  a  prescription  had  to  submit  it  to  a 
wholesaler  and  the  wholesaler  had  to  wait  until  he  got  a 
supply  before  he  could  supply  the  chemist.  However,  if  a 
veterinary  surgeon  wanted  veterinary  Terramycin,  all  he 
had  to  do  was  to  get  in  touch  with  a  veterinary  wholesaler 
in  Belfast.  Mr.  Moss  said  he  had  had  seven  prescriptions  in 
one  week  and  the  procedure  was  that  he  had  to  go  to  his 
pharmaceutical  wholesalers  and  they  in  turn  had  to  send 


off  the  prescription,  which  meant  that  a  chemist  would  not 
be  able  to  fill  the  prescription  for  about  ten  days.  So  far 
as  the  veterinary  suppliers  were  concerned  they  could  fill  a 
prescription  against  stock.  That  was  a  matter  which  was 
worrying  a  number  of  chemists  and  he  felt  it  was  one  which 
should  be  dealt  with.  Mr.  Boyd  said  that  that  was  a  trade 
matter  and  suggested  that  it  should  be  discussed  by  the 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association.  Mr.  Caldwell  assured  Mr. 
Moss  that  the  matter  would  be  reviewed  by  the  Association.

"1  PROBLEM  ?

/  have  a  problem  of  window  fogging  when  the  door  of  the 
porch  is  closed  and  the  shop  lighting  on.  The  window 
inside  is  enclosed,  with  sliding  doors  and  roof,  but  air 
can  circulate  up  through  a  lighting  vent.  There  are  no 
ventilators  on  the  outside  of  window  or  at  the  porch 
side.   Can  you  suggest  a  remedy? 
As  I  have  previously  stated,  condensation  or  steaming-up  of 
windows  can  nearly  always  be  rectified  if  the  air  on  the 
inside  face  of  the  glass  is  kept  within  a  few  degrees  of  the 
temperature  of  the  outside  atmosphere.  The  object,  there- 
fore, is  so  to  ventilate  the  windows  that  a  stream  'of  cold 
air  is  drawn  up  the  inside  of 
the  face  of  the  glass.  On  the 
section    through    the  window 
it  will  be  seen  that,  in  addi- 
tion   to    the   stall-riser  vents, 
which  allow  cold  air  to  cir- 
culate below  the  window  bed. 
there    are    also    strip  vents 
(approximately    6    to    9  in. 
long)  at  intervals  in  the  win- 
dow bed.  That  allows  the  cold 
air  to  flow  up  the  back  of  the 
glass  and  out  at  your  soffit 
ventilators.    You  do  not  state 
the    material    of    your  stall- 
risers,  so  that  I  am  unable  to 
advise    you    as    to    the  best 
method    of    cutting    holes  to 
form     the     ventilators.  But 
your   best   procedure   in  any 
event  would  be  to  get  your         Vent.iahon  of  w.ndo>v 
local  shopfitter  to  look  at  them  on  the  site  and  advise 
you  accordingly.  The  formation  of  the  window-bed  ventila- 
tors should  not  offer  undue  difficulty,  but  it  is  advisable  to 
keep  them  as  close  to  the  inside  face  of  the  glass  as  practi- 
cable. If  the  recommended  method  is  adopted  and  your  exist- 
ing soffit  ventilation  is  adequate.  I  think  you  will  find 
that  it  will  cure  your  window  fogging  problem. 

/  have  a  pharmacy  arranged  as  in  the  sketch  sent.  I 
should  like  to  fit  one  or  two  counters,  suitable  for  toilet 
and  general  use.  What  do  you  suggest? 
Though  some  dimensions  are  given  on  your  rough  sketch, 
they  are  not  enough  to  enable  me  to  lay  down  a  plan  and 
arrive  at  the  actual  floor  area  of  your  shop.  Without  that 
information  I  cannot  say  whether  one  or  two  counters 
would  be  more  suitable,  nor  is  it  possible  to  suggest  the 
best  positions  for  them.  I  therefore  limit  myself  to  men- 
tioning some  of  the  types  of  counters  that  are  available. 

The  type  of  counter  most  frequently  seen  has  a  wood  top, 
front  case  fitted  with  two  lines  of  plate-glass  shelves  carried 
upon  small  brackets,  and  hinged  glass  doors  at  the  front 
for  access.  Behind  the  shallow  case  the  counter  is  fitted 
with  four  stock  drawers  in  its  height,  the  number  in  length 
being  controlled  by  the  overall  length  of  the  counters.  In- 
stead of  drawers  cupboards  with  wood  sliding  doors  or 
plain  open  lockers  may  be  preferred.  The  choice  is  usually 
governed  by  stock  requirements.  It  is  of  course  possible  to 
have  part  cupboards  and  part  drawers.  Above  the  counter 
are  open  bins  having  sloping  glass  fronts.

The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  March  20:  The  markets  were  almost  devoid  of  interest  during 
the  week  while  prices,  although  hardly  tested,  were  generally  unchanged. 
It  was  thought  that  business  could  be  done  in  most  Crude  Drugs  at  prices 
below  current  quotations  if  firm  orders  were  placed,  but  where  prices  were 
actually  lowered  it  was  noted  that  little  or  no  extra  business  ensued.  In 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  no  price  changes  were  recorded  after  the 
flurry  of  the  past  fortnight. 


Ipecacuanha  remained  short  in  all 
positions  with  spot  supplies  bare.  Also 
difficult  to  find  were  Papain  and  most 
grades  of  Senna  leaves  and  pods. 
Shipments  of  Tinnevelly  senna  from 
the  port  of  Tuticorin  in  February  were

The  United  States  continues  to  pur- 
chase substantial  quantities  of  Rau- 
wolfia  serpentina  from  India;  pur- 
chases by  Great  Britain  on  the  other 
hand  are  negligible  at  the  moment. 
Routine  business  was  done  on  the  spot 
in  new-crop  Buchu,  Tolu  balsam  and 
Cape  Aloes  around  the  current  estab- 
lished levels.  Among  Spices,  white 
Sarawak  Pepper  dropped  a  further  half- 
penny per  lb.,  while  the  spot  value  of 
Jamaican  Ginger  fell  considerably  with 
the  arrival  of  a  shipment  of  new  crop. 
Cardamoms  were  a  little  easier.  In 
Aromatic  seeds,  Dutch  Caraway  was 
quoted  lower  at  120s.  per  cwt.,  duty 
paid  (down  15s.)  and  Indian  Celery  at 
187s.  6d.  was  down  17s.  6d.  because  of 
heavy  spot  arrivals. 

Most  Essential  Oils  were  dull  and 
prices  tended  downwards.  An  excep- 
tion, however,  was  Formosan  Citron- 
ella  which,  after  falling  slightly,  re- 
covered to  finish  threepence  per  lb. 
dearer  on  the  week.  Also  lower  were 
Lemongrass  (by  threepence)  and 
Chinese  Peppermint  (by  sixpence). 
Formosan  peppermint  was  reported  to 
be  scarce  on  the  spot  and  near  afloat; 
business  done  in  spot  material  was  at 
a  level  threepence  higher  than  in  the 
previous  week.

New  York,  March  19:  Effective

cents  to  $2-84  a  lb.  Senega  dipped  to 
$2-90,  down  ten  cents.  Lower  per  lb. 
were  Lemongrass  oil  at  $L40  (down 
five  cents);  and  Turkish  Geranium  oil 
at  $6-50,  down  25  cents. 
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WORLD  TRADE 

Argentina's  Chemical  Exports. — The 
c.i.f.  valae  of  imports  of  chemicals  into 
the  Argentine  in  1956  was  $74  0  millions 
^provisional  figure)  against  $90.9  mil- 
lions in  1955.  Chemicals  accounted  for 
6.6  per  cent,  of  total  imports  (against 
7.8  per  cent.).  United  Kingdom  exports 
of  chemicals  to  the  Argentine  in  1956 
reached  a  f.o.b.  value  of  £3,319,000 
(£4,629,000).  Chemicals  accounted  for 
19.2  per  cent.  (19  7  per  cent.)  of  total 
exports  to  that  country. 

U.S.  Salk  Vaccine  Exports.  —  The 

Department  of  Commerce  has  an- 
nounced that  exports  of  five  million 
c.c.  of  Salk  poliomyelitis  vaccine  will 
be  permitted  in  the  second  quarter  of 
the  year.  In  the  first  quarter  the  De- 
partment allowed  exports  of  seven  mil- 
lion c.c.  mf  the  vaccine;  it  said  that  the 
decline  for  the  second  three-month 
period  was  made  necessary  "  by  in- 
creased domestic  demand  arising  out 
of  the  approach  of  the  polio  season  in 
the  United  States." 

Anglo-German  Trade. — Negotiations 
between  a  United  Kingdom  and  a  Ger- 
man delegations  have  been  concluded 
in  Bonn  establishing  quotas  for  1957 
to  cover  trade  in  each  direction  in 
those  goods  not  yet  liberalised.  Quotas 
for  which  increases  have  been  negotia- 
ted include  German  exports  of  certain 
scientific  and  optical  goods,  chemicals 
and  other  industrial  goods.  The  nego- 
tiations have  covered  only  a  small 
proportion  of  each  country's  imports 
since  a  very  high  percentage  has 
already  been  liberalised. 

Pharmaceuticals  Short  in  Turkey. — 

Severe  cuts  in  imports  into  Turkey  be- 
cause of  lack  of  foreign  currency  and 
outstanding  commercial  debts,  have  now 
led  to  a  shortage  in  raw  materials  ac- 
cording to  a  report  in  the  local  Press.  It 
took  time  to  accustom  the  Turkish  pub- 
lic to  locally-made  pharmaceuticals  for 
hitherto  foreign  products  were  pre- 
ferred. It  was  only  when  scarcity  arose 
that  the  public  turned  to  local  products. 
Now  that  the  latter  are  in  short  supply, 
there  is  a  new  kind  of  distrust  towards 
local  manufacturers:  it  is  believed  that 
they  create  artificial  shortages  in  order 
to  raise  prices.  But  the  real  reason  for 
the  scarcity  of  local  pharmaceuticals, 
states  the  report,  is  the  shortage  of  raw 
materials  due  to  same  causes  —  lack 
of  imports  of  necessary  raw  materials. 

French  Import  Restrictions.  —  The 

French  Government  has  decided  on 
credit  restrictions  and  import  cuts  as 
an  urgent  necessity  to  protect  the 
national  economy.  Import  cuts  will 
leave  untouched  "  liberalised  "  imports 
which  France  now  admits  in  unlimited 
quantities  under  international  agree- 
ment, but  protective  duties  imposed  on 
those  imports  will  be  increased  to  a 
uniform  15  per  cent.  Import  licences 
will  be  required  in  future  for  those 
imports,  in  place  of  import  certificates 
at  present  issued  on  demand  by  the 
banks.  Imports  admitted  under  quotas 
will  be  reduced  "  in  a  way  which  will 
not  bring  a  risk  of  a  recession,"  the 
communique  said.  To  act  as  a  brake 
on  imports,  importers  will  also  be  re- 
quired to  deposit  25  per  cent,  of  pay- 
ment for  their  imports  when  the 
licence  is  issued.
